out in learning Navigation, and other Parts of the 
Mathematicks, uſeful to thoſe who intend to travel, 
as I always believed it would be ſome time or other 
my Fortune to do: When I tft Mr. Bates, 
went down to my Father; where, by the Aſſiſtance 8 
of him and my Uncle Jobn, and ſome other Rela- i 
tions, I got Forty Pounds, and a Promiſe of Thirty 
Pounds a Year to maintain me at Leyden: There L 
ſtudied Phyſick two Years and ſeven Months, 
knowing it would be uſeful in long Voyages. 

Soon after my Return from Leyden, IL was re- 
commended by my good Maſter Mr. Bates, to be 
Surgeon to the Svallow, Captain Abrabam Pannell 
Commander; with whom I continued three Years 
and a half, making a Voyage or two into the Le- 
want, and ſome other Parts. When I came back, I 
reſolved to ſettle in London, to which Mr. Bates, 

my Maſter, encouraged me; and by him I was FA 
commended to ſeveral Patients, I took Part of a 
ſmall Houſe in the Old Fury; and being adviſed to 
alter my Condition, I married Mrs. Mary Burton, 
ſecond Daughter to Mr. Edmond Burton, Hoſier, 
in Newgate-ftreet, with whom I received four 
Hundred Pounds for a Portion. 3 + 
Bur, my good Maſter Bates dying in two Years 
after, and I having few Friends, my Bufineſs began 
to fail; for my Conſcience would not ſuffer me to. 

' Imitate the bad Practice of too many among 1 
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Brethren. Having therefore conſulted with my 
Wife, and ſome of my Acquaintance, Idetermined 
to go again to Sea. I was Surgeon ſucceſſively in 
two Ships, and made ſeveral Voyages, for ſix Years, 
to the Eaft and Veſt- Indies; by which I got ſome 
Addition to my Fortune. My Hours of Leiſure 1 
ſpent in reading the beſt Authors, ancient and mo- 
dern; being always provided with a good Number 
of Books; and when I was aſhore, in obſerving 
the Manners and Diſpoſitions of the People, as * 
as learning their Language; wherein I had a great 
Facility by the Strength of my Memory. 

Tux laſt of theſe Voyages not proving very for- 
tunate, I grew weary of the Sea, and intended to 
ſtay at home with my Wife and Family. I removed 
from the Old Fury to Fetter-Lane, and from thence 
to Wapping, hoping to get Buſineſs among the Sai» 
lors; but it would not turn to account. After 
three Years Expectation that things would mend, I 
accepted an advantageous Offer from Captain Nil- 
liam Prichard, Maſter of the Antelope, who was 
making a Voyage to the South-Sea. We ſet fail. 
from Briſtol, May 4th, 1699, and our Voyage at 
firſt was very proſperous. „ 

Ir would not be proper for ſome Reaſons, to 
trouble the Reader with the Particulars of our Ad- 
ventures in thoſe Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform him, 
that in our Paſſage from thence to the Eaft-Indies, 
we were driven by a violent Storm to the North. 
weſt of Yan Dicmen's Land. By an Obſervation, 
we found ourſelves in the Latitude of 3o Degrees 
2 Minutes South. Twelve of our Crew were dead 
by immoderate Labour, ** ill Food; the reſt were 

* 2 MW 
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| ina very weak Condition. On the fifth of Novem” 
er. which was the beginning of Summer in thoſe 
Parts, the Weather being very hazy, the Seamen 
ſpyed a Rock, within half a Cable's length of the 
15 Ship; but the Wind was ſo ſtrong, that we were 
= driven directly upon it, and immediately ſplit. Six 
| of the Crew, of whom I was one, having let down 
1 the Boat into the Sea, made a Shift to get clear of 
the Ship, and the Rock. We rowed by my Com- 
pucation, about three Leagues, till we were able to 
Work no longer, being already ſpent with Labour 
14 while we were in the Ship. We therefore truſted 
ourſelves to the Mercy of the Waves; and in about 

half an Hour the Boat was overlet by a ſudden 
Flurry from the North. What became of my 
Companions in the Boat, as well as of thoſe. who 
eſcaped on the Rock, or were left in the Veſſel, I 
cannot tell; but conclude they were all loſt. For 
my own Part, I ſwam as Fortune dire&ed me, and 
was puſhed forward by Wind and Tide. I often 
let my Legs drop, and could feel no Bottom: But 
when I was almoſt gone, and able to ſtruggle no 
longer, I found myſelf within my Depth; and by 
this Time the Storm was much abated, The De- 
clivity was ſo ſmall, that I walked near a Mile be- 
fore I got to the Shore, which I conje&ured was 
about Eight o Clock in the Evening. I then ad- 
vanced forward near half a Mile, but could not 
diſcover any Sign of Houſes or Inhabitants; at leaſt 
I was in ſo weak a Condition, that I did not obſerve 
them. I was extremely tired, and with that, and 
the Heat of the Weather, and about half a Pint of 
Brandy that I drank as I left the Ship, I found my 
ſelf much inclined to ſleep. I lay down on the 


Graſs, 
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Grafs, which was very ſhort and ſoft; where I ſlept 


| ſounder than ever I remember to have done in my 


Life, and as I reckoned, above Nine Hours; for 
when I awaked, it was juſt Day-light, I attempted 
to riſe, but was not able to ſtir: For as I happened 
to lie on my Back, I found my Arms and Legs were 
ſtrongly faſtened on each Side to the Ground; and 
my Hair, which was long and thick, tied down in 
the ſame Manner. I likewiſe felt ſeveral ſlender 
Ligatyres acroſs my Body, from my Armpits to my 
'Thighs. I could only look upwards; the Sun be- 
gan to grow hot, and the Light offended mine 
Eyes. I heard a confuſed Noi: about me, but in 


the Poſture I lay, could ſee nothing except the Sky. 


In a little time I felt ſomething alive moving on my 
left Leg, which advancing gently forward over my 
Breaſt, came almoſt up to my Chin; when bending 
mine Eyes downwards as much as I could, I per- 
ceived it to be a human Creature not ſu Inches 
high, with a Bow ang Arrow in his Hands, and a 
Quiver at his Back, In the mean time, I felr ar 
leaſt . Forty more of the ſame Kind (as I conjec- 
tured) following the firſt. I was in the utmoſt 
Aſtoniſhment, and roared ſo loud, that they all ran 
back in a Fright; and ſome of them, as I was af- 
terwards told, were hurt with the Falls they got by 
leaping from my Sides upon the Ground. However, 
they ſoon returned; and one of them, who ven- 
tured ſo far as to get a full Sight of my Face, lifting 
up his Hands and Eyes by way of Admiration, 


cryed out in a ſhrill, but diſtin& Voice, Hekinab 


Degul: The others repeated the ſame Words ſeve- 


ral times, but I then knew not what they meant, 


I lay all this while, as the Reader may believe, in 
ns N 
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great Uneafineſs : At length, ſtruggling to get looſe, 


I had the Fortune to break the Strings, and wrench 


out the Pegs that faſtened my left Arm to the 
Ground; for, by lifting it up to my Face, I diſco» 


vered the Methods they had taken to bind me; and, 


at the ſame time, with a violent Pull, which gave 


me exceſſive Pain, I a little looſened the Strings 


that tied down my Hair on the left Side ; ſo that I 
was juſt able to turn my Head about two Inches. 
But the Creatures ran off a ſecond time, before I 


could ſeize them; whereupon there was a great 


Shout in a very ſhrill Accent; and after it ceaſed, I 
heard one of them cry aloud, Togo Phonac ; when 
in an Inſtant I felt above an Hundred Arrows diſ- 


charged on my left Hand, which pricked me like 


ſo many Needles; and beſides, they ſhot another 
Flight into the Air, as we do Bombs in Europe; 
whereof many, I ſuppoſe, fell on my Body, (though 


I felt them not) and ſome on my Face, which 1 


immediately covered with my left Hand. When 
this Shower of Arrows was over, I fell a groaning 


with Grief and Pain; and then ſtriving again to pet 
— 


looſe, they diſcharged another Volly larger thant 
firſt; and ſome of them attempred with Spears to 


ſtick me in the Sides; but, by good Luck, I had on 


me a Buff Jerkin, which they could not pierce. I 
oy it the moſt prudent Method to lie ſtill; and

diſpoſed other wiſe of me, When the People ob-

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efign was to continue fo till Night, when my 
left Hand being already looſe, I could eaſily free 
myſelf: And as for the Inhabitants, I had Reaſon - 
to believe I might be a Match for the greateſt Ar- 
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ſerved I was quiet, they diſcharged no more Ar- 
rows: But by che Noiſe incteaſing, I knew theit | 
Numbers were greater; and about four Yards from 
me, erer g my light Ear, I ie 7 
for above an Honr, like People at work; whett 

turning my Head that Way, as well as the Pegs and 


3 | Strings would permit me, I faw a Stage ete&ed about 


a Foot and a half from the Ground, capable of hold- 
ing four of the Inhabitants, with two or three Lad- 
ders to mount it: From whence one of them, who 
ſeemed to be a Perſon of Quality, made me a long 
Speech, whereof I underſtood not one Syllable. 
But I ſhould: have mentioned, that before the 
principal Perſon began his Oration, he cryed out | 
three times Langro Debul ſan : (theſe Words and 
the former were afterwards repeated and explained 
to me.) Whereupon immediately about fifty -of 
the Inhabitants came, and cut the Strings that fa- 
ſtened the left fide of my Head, which gave me 
the Liberty of turning it to the right, and of 
obſerving the Perſon and Geſture of him who was 
to ſpeak. He appeared to be of a middle Age, 
and taller than any of the other three who at⸗ 
tended him; whereof one was a Page, who held 
up his Train, and ſeemed to be ſome what longer 
than my middle Finger; the other two ſtood 
one on each fide to ſupport him. He acted e- 
very part of an Orator; and I could obſerve ma- 
ny Periods of Threatnings, and others of Promi- 
ſes, Pity, and Kindneſs. I anſwered in a few 
Words, but in the moſt ſubniiffive Manner, liſt- 
ing up my left Hand and both mine Eyes to the 
Dun, as calling him for a Witneſs ; and being al- 
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moſt famiſhed with Hunger, having not eaten 4 
Morſel for ſome Hours before I. left the Ship. 
I found the Demands of Nature ſo ſtrong upon 
me, that I could not forbear ſhewing my Impa- 
tience (perhaps againſt the ſtrict Rules of De» 
cency) by putting my Finger frequently on my 
Mouth, to ſignify that I wanted Food. The 
+ Hurgo (for ſo they call a great Lord, as I after- 
wards learnt) underſtood me very well: He de- 
ſcended from the Stage, and commanded that ſe- 
veral Ladders ſhould be applied to my Sides, on 
which above an hundred of the Inhabitants mount- 
ed, and walked towards my Mouth, laden with 
Baskets full of Meat, which had been provided, 
and ſent thither by the King's Orders upon the 
firſt Intelligence he received of me. I obſerved 
there was the Fleſh of ſeveral Animals, but could 
not diſtinguiſh them by the Taſte. There were 
Shoulders, Legs, and Loins ſhaped like thoſe of ll 
Mutton, and very well dreſſed, but ſmaller than 
the Wings of a Lark. I eat them by two or three 
.at a Mouthful ; and took three Loaves at a time, 
about the bigneſs of Musket Bullets. They ſup- 
plyed me as faſt as they could, ſhewing a thou- 
land Marks of Wonder and Aſtoniſhment at-my 
Bulk and Appetite, I then made another Sign 
that I wanted Drink, They found by my eating 
that a ſmall Quantity would not ſuffice me ; ot 
being a moſt ingenious People, they flung up with 
great Dexterity one of their largeſt Hogſheads ; 
then rolled it towards my Hand, and beat out 
the Top; I drank it off at a Draught, which I 
might well do, for it hardly held half a Pint, 
— taſted like a ſmall Wine of Burgundy, but 
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much more delicious. They brought me 2 


1 few 
= cond Hogſhead, which I drank in the fame Man- 

W ner, and made Signs for more, but they had none 

7 1 to give me. When L had performed theſe Won- 
ders, they ſhouted for Joy, and danced upon my 
Breaſt, repeating ſeveral times as they did at firſt, 
Hekinah Degul. They made me a Sign that 1 
ſhould throw down the two Hogſheads, but firſt 
warned the People below to ſtand out of the Way, 
crying aloud, Borach Mivola; and when they ſaw 
the Veſſels in the Air, there was an univerſal 
Shout of Hekinab Degul. I confeſs I was often 
tempted, while they were paſſing backwards and 
forwards on my Body, to ſeize Forty or Fifty of 
the firſt that came in my Reach, and daſh them 
againſt the Ground. But the Remembrance of 
what I had felt, which probably might not be the 
worſt they could do; and the Promiſe of Ho- 
nour I made them, for ſo I interpreted my ſub- 
miſſive Behaviour, ſoon drove out thoſe Imagina- 
tions. Beſides, I now conſidered my ſelf as bound 
by the Laws of Hoſpitality to a People who had 
freated me with ſo much Expence and Magnifi- 
cence. However, in my Thoughts I could not 
ſufficiently wonder at the Intrepidity of theſe dimi- 
nutive Mortals, who durſt venture to mount and 
walk on my Body, while one of my Hands Was 
at Liberty, without trembling at the very Sight of 
fo prodigious a Creature as I muſt appear to them. 
After ſome time, when they ablerved that I made 
no more Demands for Meat, there appeared be- 

fore me a Perſon of. high Rank from his Imperial 
Majeſty, His Excellency having mounted on the 
Small of my Right Leg, advanced forwards up to 


my 
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my Face, with about a Dozen of his Retinue; 
And producing his Credentials under the Signet 
Royal, which he applied cloſe to mine Eyes, ſpoke 
about ten Minutes, without any Signs of Anger, 
but with a kind of determinate Reſolution ; 2 25 
pointing forwards, which, as I afterwards found 
was towards the Capital City, about half a Mile 
diſtant, whither it was agreed by his Majeſty in 
Council that I muſt be conveyed. I anſwered in 


few Words, but to no Purpoſe, and made a Sign 


with my Hand that was looſe, putting it to the 
other, (but over his Excellency's Head, for Fear of 
hurting him or his Train) and then to my own 
Head and Body, to fignify that I defired my Liber- 
ty. It appeared that he underſtood me well e- 
nough ; for he ſhook his Head by way of Dif- 
approbation, and held his Hand in a Poſture to ſhew 
that I muſt be carried as a Priſoner. However, 
he made other Signs to let me underſtand that 
I ſhould have Meat and Drink enough, and ve- 
ry good Treatment. Whereupon I once more 
thought of attempting to break my Bonds; but a- 
gain, when I felt the Smart of their Arrows upon 
my Eace and Hands, which were all in Bliſters, 
and many of the Darts ſtill ſticking in them; and 
obſerving likewiſe that the Number of my Ene 
mies encreaſed 3 I gave Tokens to let them know 
thatthey might do with me what they pleaſed. Up- 
on this, the Hurgo and his Train withdrew, with 
much Civiliry and chearful Countenances. Soon 
after I heard a general Shout, with frequent Repe- 

_ titions of the Words, Peplom Selan, and I felt great 
Numbers of the People on my Left Side relaxing 
the Cords to ſuch a Degree, that I was able to turn

Water; which I very plentifully did, to the great 
FA ftoniſhment of the People, who conjecturing by 
Wny Motions what I was going to do, immediately 
opened to the right and left on that Side, to a- 
Void the Torrent which fell with ſuch Noiſe 
Wand Violence from me. But before this, they had 
awbed my Face and both my Hands with a ſore ' 
of Ointment very pleaſant to the Smell, which in 
a few Minutes removed all the Smart of their Ar- 
rows. Theſe Circumſtances, added to the Re- 
treſhment I had received by their Victuals and 
Drink, which were very nouriſhing, diſpoſed me 
co ſleep. I ſlept about eight Hours as I was after- 
wards aſſured; and it was no Wonder; for the 
= Phyſicians, by the Emperor's Order, had mingled 
Ja !leeping Potion in the Hogſheads of Wine. 
= ir ſcems that upon the firſt Moment I was 
= diſcovered ſleeping on the Ground after my Land- 
Wing, the Emperor had early Notice of it by an 
Expreſs; and determined in Council that I ſhould 
be tyed in the Manner I have related (which was 
done in the Night while I flept) that Plenty of 
Meat and Drink ſhould be ſent me, and a Ma- 
chine prepared to carry me to the Capital City, 
= Tris Reſolution perhaps may appear very bold 
and dangerous, and I am confident would not be 
W imitated by any Prince in Europe on the like Occa- 
W fron ; however, in my Opinion it was extremely 
Prudent as well as Generous. For ſuppoſing theſe 
People had endeavoured to kill me with their 
Spears and Arrows while I was aſleep ; I ſhould 
certainly have awaked with the firſt Senſe of 
Smart, which might ſo far have rouzed my Rage and 
Strength

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and Strength, as to enable me to break the Strings 
| wherewith I was tyed ; after which, as they were Wi 
+ no Mercy. 


Trzse People are moſt excellent Mathemati- 
cians, and arrived to a great Perfection in Mecha-

| enſued, if his Imperial Majeſty had not provided 
by ſeveral Proclamations and Orders of State againſt 
this Inconveniency. He directed that thoſe, who 
had already beheld me, ſhould return home, and 
not preſume to come within fifty Yards of my 
Houſe, without Licence from Court; whereby 
the Secretaries of State got conſiderable Fees. 

In the mean time, the Emperor held frequent 
Councils to debate what Courſe ſhould be taken 
with me; and I was afterwards aſſured by a parti- 
cular Friend, a-Perſon of great Quality, who was 
as much in the Secret as any ; that the Court was 
under many Difficulties concerning me.

I faid, his Majeſty ſhould be ſatisfied, for I was 
ready to ſtrip my ſelf, and turn up my Pockets be- 
fore him. This I delivered, part in Words, and part 
in Signs. He replied, that by the Laws of the 
Kinglam, I muſt be ſearched by two of his Offi- 


cers: That he knew this could not be done with 


out my Conſent and Aſſiſtance; that he had ſo 
good an Opinion of my Generoſity and Juſtice,

I have ſeen him do the Summerſet ſeveral 
times together, upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, 
which is no thicker than a common Packthread in 
England. My Friend Reldreſal, principal Secre- 
tary for private Affairs, is, in my Opinion, if I am 
not partial, the ſecond after the Treaſurer; the 
reſt of the great Officers are much upon a Par. 
Tusk Diverſions are often attended with fatal 
Accidents, whereof great Numbers are on Record.

indeed a prodigious Leap. I had the good Fottune 
do divert the Emperor one Day, after a very extras 
ordinary Manner. I defired he would order ſeve- 
ral Sticks of two Foot high, and the "Thickneſs of 
gan ordinary Cane, to be brought me; whereupon 
his Majeſty commanded the Maſter of his Woods 
co give Dire&ions accordingly ; and the next Morn- 
ing fix Wood:men arrived with as many Carriages, 
= drawn by eight Horſes to each. I took nine of 
Ws theſe Sticks, and fixing them firmly in the Ground 
in a Quadrangular Figure, two Foot and a half 
WT ſquare; I took four other Sticks, and tyed them 
parallel at each Corner, about two Foot from the 
Ground; then I faſtened my Handkerchief to the 
nine Sticks that ſtood erect; and extended it on all 
Sides, till it was as tight as the Top of a Drum 
and the four parallel Sticks rifing about five Inches 
higher than the Handkerchief, ſerved as Ledges on 
each Side. When I had finiſhed my Work, I de- 
Wired the Emperor to let a Troop of his beſt Horſe, 
W 1 wenty-four in Number, come and exerciſe upon 
chis Plain. His Majeſty approved of the Propoſal, 
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and I took them up. one by one in my Hands, rea- 
dy mounted and armed, with the prqper Officers to 
exerciſe them. As ſoon as they got into Order, 
they divided. into two Parties, performed mock | 
Skirmiſhes, diſcharged blunt Arrows, drew their | 
Swords, fled: and purſued, attacked and retired; 
and in ſhort diſcovered the beſt military Diſcipline 
I ever beheld. 'The parallel Sticks ſecured them 
and their Horſes from falling over the Stage; and 
the Emperor was ſo much delighted; that he or- 
dered this Entertainment to be repeated ſeveral 
Days; and once was pleaſed to be lifted up, and 
give the Word of Command; and, with great Dif- 
ficulty, perſuaded even the Empreſs her fac to let 
me hold her in her cloſe Chair, within two Yards 
of the Stage, from whence ſhe was able to take a 
full View of the whole Performance. It was my 
ood Fortune that no ill Accident happened in theſe 
tertainments; only once a fiery Horſe that be- 
longed to one of the Captains, pawing with his 
Hoof ſtruck a Hole in my Handkerchief, and his 
Foot ſlipping, he overthrew his Rider and himſelf; 
but I immediately relieved them both: For cover- 
ing the Hole with one Hand, I ſet down the 
Troop with the other, in the ſame Manner as 
took them up. The Horſe that fell was ſtrained in 
the left Shoulder, but the Rider got no Hurt; and 
I repaired my Handkerchief as well as I could:

'The two great 
Streets which run croſs and divide it into four

leys which I could not enter, but only viewed them 
as I paſſed, are from Twelve to Eighteen Inches.

Tux Emperor's Palace is in the Center of the 
City, where the two great Streets meet. Ir is it» 
cloſed by a Wall of two Foot high, and 'Twenty 
Foot diſtant from the Buildings. I had his Maje- 
ſty's Permiſſion to ſtep over this Wall; and the 

Space being ſo wide between that and the Palace, 1 
could eaſily view it on every Side. The outward 
Court is a Square of Forty Foot, and includes two 
other Courts: In the inmoſt are the Royal Apart 
ments, Which I was very deſirous to ſee, but found MY 
it extremely difficult; for the great Gates, from one 
Square into another, were .

H E Empire of Biefuſcu, is an . 
lland ſituated to the North North- 
Eaſt Side of Lilliput, from whence 
it is parted only by a Channel of 
c he eight Hundred Yards wide. I had 

not yet ſeen it, and upon this No- 
tice of an intended Invaſion, I avoided: appearing 
on that Side of the Coaſt, for fear of being  difco- 
vered by ſome of the Enemies Ships, who had re- 
ceived no Intelligence of me; all intercourſe be- 
tween the two Empires having been ſtrictly forbid- 
den during the War, upon Pain of Death; and an 
Embargo laid by our Emperor upon all Veſlels 
whatſoever.

waded with what Haſte I could, and ſwam in the 


Middle about thirty Yards until I felt the Ground ; 
I arrived to the Fleet in leſs chan half an Hour.

faſtened as ſtrongly as I could upon my Noſe ; and 
thus armed went on boldly with my Work in 
ſpight of the Enemy's Arrows; many of which 
ſtruck againſt the Glaſſes of my Spe&acles, but 
without any other Effect, further Ae a little to 
diſcompoſe them. I had now faſtened all the 
Hooks, and taking the Knot in my Hand, began 
to pull; but not a Ship would ſtir, for they were 
all too faſt held by their Anchors ; fo that the 
boldeſt Part of my Enterprize remained.

I took up the knotted End ot the Cables to which 

my Hooks were tyed; and with great Eaſe drew 
kitty of the Enemy's largeſt Men of War after 
me. 

Tux Blefuſcudians, who had 1 not the leaſt han 
bein of what I intended, were at firſt confound- 
ed with Aſtoniſhment. They had ſeen me cut 
the Cables, and thought my Deſign was only to 
It the Ships run a- drift, or fall foul on each other: 
But when they perceived the whole Fleet * 
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in Order, and ſaw me pulling at the End; the) 
ſet up ſuch a Scream of Grief and Diſpair, that 
it is almoſt impoſſible to deſcribe or conceive. When 
I had got out of Danger, I ſtopt a while to pick 
out the Arrows that ſtuck in my Hands and Face, 
and rubbed on ſome of the ſame Ointment that 
was given me at my firſt Arrival, as I have former- 
ly mentioned. I then took off my Spectacles, and 
waiting about an Hour until the 'Tyde was a little 
fallen, I waded through the Middle with my 
Cargo, and arrived fate at the Royal Port of 
Lilliput.

THe Emperor and his whole Court ſtood on 
the Shore, expecting the Iſſue of this great Adven- 
ture. They ſaw the Ships move forward in a 
large Halt-Moon, but could not diſcern me, who 
was up to my Breaſt in Water. When I advanced 
to the Middle of the Channel, they were yer 
more in Pain becauſe I was under Water to my 
Neck. The Emperor concluded me to be drown- 
ed, and that the Enemy's Fleet was approaching in

own Tongues, with an avowed Contempt for that 
of their Neighbour : Yet our Emperor ſtanding up- 
on the Advantage he had got by the Seizure of their 
Fleet, obliged them. to deliver their Credentials, 


and make their Speech in the Lilliputian Tongue. 
—And it muſt be confeſſed, that from the great In- 
tercouſe of Trade and Commerce between both 


Realms; from the continual Reception of Exiles,

However, ie 
was not long befote I had an Opportunity of doing | 
his Majeſty, at leaſt, as I then thought, a moſt ſig- 
nal Service. I was alarmed at Midnight with the

= their Way through the Croud, intreated me to come 
= immediately to the Palace, where her Imperial Ma. 
= jeſty's Apartment was on fire, by the Careleſſneſs 
of a Maid of Honour, who fell aſleep while ſhe 
was reading a Romance. I got up in an Inſtant ; 
and Orders being given to clear the Way before 
me; and it being hkewiſe a Moon-ſhine Night, I 
made a ſhift to get to the Palace without trampling 
on any of the People. I found they had already ap- 
= plied Ladders to the Walls of the Apartment, and 
were well provided with Buckets, but the Water 
was at ſome Diſtance. Theſe Buckets were about 
the Size of a large 'Thimble, and the poor People 
ſupplied me with them as faft as they could; bur 
the Flame was ſo violent, that they did little Good. 
I might eafily have ſtifled it with my Coat, which 
L unfortunately left behind me for haſte, and came

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away only in my Leathern Jerkin. The Caſe ſeem- i 
ed wholly deſperate and deplorable ; and this magni- 
ficent Palace would have infallibly been burnt down iſ 
to the Ground, if, by a Preſence of Mind, un- 
uſual to me, I had not ſuddenly thought of an Ex- 
pedient.

her Virtues and Beauties in the moſt advantageous

many Diſcourſes I had with that Monarch, although 


it unfortunately failed of Succels. 

Bur, great Allowances ſhould be given to a 
King who lives wholly ſecluded from the reſt of 
the World, and muſt therefore be altogether un- 
acquainted with the Manners and Cuſtoms that moſt 
prevail in other Nations: The want of which 
Knowledge will ever produce many Prejudices, and

That, a proper Quantity of this 
Powder rammed into an hollow Tube of Braſs or 
Iron, according to its Bigneſs, would drive a Ball 
of Iron or Lead with ſuch Violence and Speed, as 
nothing was able to ſuſtain its Force. That, the 
largeſt Balls thus diſcharged, would not only De-

riſen from their Ignorance ; ; by nor having hither- 
10 reduced Politics into a Science, as the more 
| acute 
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acute Wits of Europe have done. For, I remem- 
ber very well, in a Diſcourſe one Day with the 
King; when I happened to ſay, there were ſeve- 
ral chouland Books among us written upon the Art 
of Government ; it gave Fim (directly contrary to 
my Intention) a very mean Opinion of our Under- 
ſtandings. He profeſſed both to abominate and de- 
ſpiſe all Myſtery, Refinement, and Intrigue, either in 
a Prince or a Miniſter. He could not tell what I 
meant by Secrets of State, where an Enemy or ſome 
Rival Nation were not in the Caſe. He confined 
the Knowledge of governing within very narrow 
Bounds ; to common Senſe and Reaſon, to Juſtice 
and Lenity, to the Speedy Determination of Civil 
and criminal Cauſes ; with ſome other obvious To- 
picks which are not worth conſidering. And, he 
gave it for his Opinion ; that whoever could make 
two Ears of Corn, or two Blades of Grafs to grow 
upon a Spot of Ground where only one grew be- 
fore; would deſerve better of Mankind, and do 
more eſſential Service to his Country, than the 
whole Race of Politicians put together. 

Tux Learning of this People is very defective; 
conſiſting only in Morality, Hiſtory, Poetry and 
Mathematicks ; wherein they muſt be allowed to 
excel, But, the laſt of theſe is wholly applied ro 
what may be uſeful in Life; to the Improvement of 
Agriculture and all mechanical Arts; fo that among 
us it would be little eſteemed.

thence was taken into the Ship in a very weak Con-

T AR Sailors were all in Amazement, and asked 
me a thouſand Queſtions, which I had no Inclina- 
tion to anſwer. I was equally confaunded at the 
Sight of ſo many Pigmies; for ſuch I took them to 
be, after having ſo long accuſtomed mine Eyes to 
the monſtrous Objects I had left. But the Captain, 


Mr. Thomas Wilcocks, an honeſt worthy Shropfhire 
Man, obſerving I was ready to faint,' took me into 
his Cabhin, gave me a Cordial to comfort me, and 
made me turn in upon his own Bed; adviſing me 


to take a little Reſt, of which I had great need. 
Before I went to ſleep I gave him to underſtand, 
that I had ſome valuableFurniture in myBox too good 


to be loſt ; a fine Hammock, an handſome Field- 
Bed, two Chairs, a Table and a Cabinet: That my 


Cloſet was hung on all Sides, or rather quilted with 
Silk and Cotton: That if he would let one of the 
Crew bring my Cloſet into his Cabbin, I would 


open it before him, and fhew him my Goods. The 


Captain hearing me utter theſe Abſurdities, conclud- 
ed I was raving: However, (I ſuppoſe to pacify 
me) he promiſed to give Order as I deſired ; and 
going upon Deck, ſent ſome of his Men down in- 
to my Cloſer, from whence (as I afterwards found) 


they drew up all my Goods, and tripped off the 


Quilting; but the Chairs, Cabinet and Bed-ſted be-

I's rx y r ſome Hours, but perpetually diſturbed 
with Dreams of the Place I had left, and the Dan- 
gers I had eſcaped. However, upon waking I found 


my {elf much recovered It was now about eight 
a Clock at Night, and the Captain ordered Supper 


immediately, thinking I had already faſted too long. 
He entertained me with great Kindneſs, obſerving 
me not to look wildly, or talk inconſiſtently; and 
when we were left alone, deſired I would give him 
a Relation of my Travels, and by what Accident | 
came to he ſet adrift in that monſtrous wooden Chelt. 
He ſaid, that about twelve a Clock at Noon, as he 
was looking through his Glaſs, he ſpied it at 2 
Diſtance, and thought it was a Sail, which he had a 
Mind to make ; being not much our of his Courle, 
in hopes of buying ſome Biſcuit, his own beginning 
to fall ſhort. That, upon coming nearer, and find- 
ing his Error, he ſent out his Long-boat to diſcover 
what I was; that his Men came back in a Fright, 
{wearing they had ſeen a ſwimming Houſe. That 
he laughed at their Folly, and went himſelf in the 


| Then they knocked off ſome. of the 
Boards for the Uſe of the Ship; and when they 
bad got all they had a Mind for, let the Hulk drop 
into the Sea, which by Reaſon of many Breaches 
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with them. That the Weather being calm, he 
towed round me ſeveral times, obſerved my Wine 
lows, and the Wire Lattices that defended them, 
That he diſcovered two Staples upon one Side, which 


was all of Boards, without any Paſſage for Light. 


He then commanded his Men to row up to that Side; 


ind faſtning a Cable to one of the Staples, ordered 
his Men to tow my Cheſt (as he called it) rowards 


to faſten another Cable to the Ring fixed in the 
Cover, and to raiſe up my Cheſt with Pullies, which 


all the Sailors were not able to do above two or 


three Foot. He faid, they ſaw my Stick and 
Handkerchief thruſt out of the Hole, and con- 


ſeen any prodigious Birds in the Air about the Time 
he firſt diſcovered me: To which he anſwered, 
that diſcourſing this Matter with the Sailors while 


Eagles flying towards the North ; but remarked no- 
thing of their being larger than the uſual Size ; 


which I ſuppoſe muſt be imputed to the great Height 


they were at: And he could not gueſs the Reaſon 
of my Queſtion. I then asked the Captain how far 
he reckoned we might be from Land; he ſaid; by 
the beſt Computation he could make, we were at 
leaſt an hundred Leagues. I aſſured him, that he 


muſt be miſtaken by almoſt half; for I had not lefe 


the Country from whence I came, above two Hours 


before I dropt into the Sea. Whereupon he be- 
gan again to think that my Brain was diſturbed, 


of which he gave me a Hint, and adviſed me to 


go to Bed in a Cabin he had provided. I aſſured 


the Ship. When it was there, he gave Directions 


cluded, that ſome unhappy Man muſt be ſhut up 
in the Cavity. I asked whether he or the Crew had 


was aſleep, one of them ſaid he had ob/erved three 
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him I was well refreſhed with his good Entertain 
ment and Company, and as much in my Senſes 23 


ever I was in my Life. He then grew ſerious, and 
deſired to ask me freely whether I were not troubled 
jn Mind by the Conſciouſneſs of ſome enormous 

rime, for which I was puniſhed at the Command 
of ſome Prince, by expoſing me in that Cheſt; 2 
great Criminals in other Countries have been forced 
to Sea in a leaky Veſſel without Proviſions : For, 
although he ſhould be ſorry to have taken ſo ill ; 
Man into his Ship, yet he would engage his Word 
to ſet me ſafe on Shore in the firſt Port where we 
arrived. He added, that his Suſpicions' were much 
increaſed by ſome very abſurd Speeches I had deli 
vered at firſt to tha Sailors, and afterwards to him- 
ſelf, in relation to my Cloſer or Cheſt, as well as by 
my odd Looks and Behaviour While I Was at 
Supper. 

Tesco his Patience to hear me tell my Story; 
which I faichfully did from the laſt Time I left 
England, to the Moment he firſt diſcovered me 
And, as Truth always forceth its Way into' rational 
Minds ; ; fo, this honeſt worthy Gentleman, who 
had ie Tincture of Learning, and ver 
Senſe, was immediately convinced of 
and Veracity. Bur, further to confirm "I I had 
ſaid, I entreated him to give Order that my Cabinet 
ſhould be brought, of which I kept the Key in my 
Pocket, (for he had already informed me how the 
Seamen diſpoſed of my Cloſet) I opened it in his 
Preſence, and ſhewed him the ſmall Collection of 
Rarities I made in the Country from whence I had 
been ſo ſtrangely delivered. There was the Comb 
I had contrived out of the Stumps of the pw,

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Beard; and another of the ſame Materials, but fixed: 


into a paring of her Majeſty's Thumb-nail, which 
ſerved for the Back. There was a Collection of 
Needles and Pins from a Foot to half a Yard long, 
Four Waſp-Stings, like Joyners Tacks: Some 
Combings of the Queens Hair: A Gold Ring 
which one Day ſhe made me a Preſent of in a moſt 
obliging Manner, taking it from her little Finger, 
and throwing it over my Head like à Collar. I 
deſired the Captain would pleaſe to accept this Ring 
in Return of his Civilities; which he abſolutely re- 
fuſed. I ſhewed him a Corn that J had ent off 
with my own Hand from a Maid of Honour's Toe; 
it was about the Bigneſs of a Kentiſb Pippin, and 
grown ſo hard, that when I returned to England, I 
got it hollowed into a Cup and ſet in Silver. Laſt- 
ly, I defired him to ſee the Breeches I had then on, 
which were made of a Mouſe's Skin. 

T couLD force nothing on him but a Footman's 
Tooth, which I obſerved him to examine with 
great Curioſity, and found he had a Fancy for it. 
He received it with abundance of Thanks, more 
than ſuch a Trifle could deſerve. It was drawn by 
an unskilful Surgeon in a Miſtake from one of 
Glumdalclitch's Men, who was afflicted with the 
Tooth-ach ; but it was as ſound as any: in his Head. 
| got it cleaned, and put it into my Cabinet. Ir 
was about a Foot long, and four Inches in Dia- 
meter. <2 

Tux Captain was very well ſatisfied with this 
Plain Relation J had given him; and faid, he hoped 
when we returned to England, 1 would oblige the 
World by putting it in Paper, and making it pub- 
lick. My Anſwer was, that I thought we were 
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already ovet-ſtocked with-Books of Travels: Thar 
nothing could now paſs Which Was not extraordi- 
nary; wherein I doubted, ſome Authors leſs Conſul. 
ted Truth than their own Vanity or Intereſt, or 
the Diverſion of ignorant Readers. That my Story 
could contain little beſides common Events, with- 
aut thoſe ornamental Deſcriptions of ſtrange Plants, 
Trees, Birds, and other Animals; or the barbar- 
ous Cuſtoms and Idolatry of ſavage People, with 
which moſt Writers abound. However, I thanked 
him for his good Opinion, and denen to take 
the Matter i Pt my Thoughts. 

Hz faid, he Sin at one Thing — much; 
which was, to hear me ſpeak ſo loud; asking me 
whether the King or Queen of that Countty were 
thick of Hearing. I told him it was what I had 
been uſed to for above two Years paſt; and that I 
admired as much at the Voices of him and hisMen, 
who ſeemed to me only to whiſper, and yet I could 
hear them well enough, Bur, when I ſpoke in 
that Country, it was like a Man talking in the 
Street to another looking out from the Top of a 
Steeple, unleſs when I was placed on a Table, or 
held in any Perſon's Hand. I told him, I had like-

Nutſhell : And ſo JI went on, deſeribing the reſt 
of his Houſhold- ſtuff and Proviſions after the ſame 
Manner.

| was in her Service; yet my Ideas were wholly 
aken up with what I ſaw on every Side of me; 
and I winked at my own Littleneſs, as People do at 
their own Faults. The Captain underſtood my 


Raillery very well, and merrily replied with the old 


Englifſþ Proverb, that he doubted, mine Eyes were 
bigger than my Belly; for he did not obſerve my 
Stomach ſo good, although I had faſted all Day : 
And continuing in his Mirth, proteſted he would 
have gladly given an Hundred Pounds to have ſeen 
my Cloſet in the Eagle's Bill, and afterwards in its 
Fall from ſo great an Height into the Sea; which 
would certainly have been a moſt aſtoniſhing Ob- 
j& worthy to have the Deſcription of it tranſmit- 
ted to future Ages: And the Compariſon of Phar- 
ton was ſo obvious, that he could not forbear ap- 
plying it, although I did not much admire the 
Conceit. % . 0 

Tu Captain having been at Tonquin, was in his 
*. to England driven North Eaſtward to the 

atitude of 44 Degrees, and of Longitude 143. 
But meeting a Nad Wind two Days y_ cunts 
on board him, we failed Southward a long Time, 
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and coaſting Nærv-Hulland, kept our Courſe Weſt 

fouth-weſt, and then South-ſouth-weſt till we the 
doubled the Cape of Good hops. Our Voyage n 0 
very proſperous, but I ſhall not trouble the Reader 
or two Ports, and ſent in his Long boat for Proti 
ſions and freſh Water; but I never went but of the 
Ship till we came into the /Downs, whick was 0 
the 3d Day of June 1706, about nine Months i 
ter my Eſcape. I offered to leave my Gocds in de. 
curity for Payment of my Freight; but the Captain 
Proteſted he would not receive one Farthing. We 
took kind Leave of each other; and J made hin 
promiſe he would come to ſee me at my Houſe in 
Redriff. 1 hired a Horſe and Guide for five Shil 

lings, which I borrowed of the Captain. 
As I was on the Road; obſerving the Littlenel; 
of the Houſes, the Trees, the Cattle and the Peo- 
ple, I began to think my ſelf in Lilliput. I ws 
afraid of trampling on every Traveller I met; and 
often called aloud to have them ſtand out of th: 
Way; ſo that I had like to have gotten one or two 

broken Heads for my Impertinence. 
Wren I came to my own Houſe, for which! 
was forced to enquire, one of the Servants opening 
the Door, I bent down to go in (like a Gooſe ur- 
der a Gate) for fear of - ſtriking my Head. My 
Wife ran out to embrace me, but I ſtpoped lower 
than her Knees, thinking ſhe could otherwiſe ne- 
ver be able to reach my Mouth. My Daughter 
kneeled to ask me Bleſſing, but J could not ſee her 
till ſne aroſe; having been ſo long uſed to ſtand 
with my Head and Eyes erect to 2 Sixty Foot; 
and then I went to take her up with one Hands

After he had left me, 
I placed all my Words with their Interpretations in 
| alphabetical Order, And thus in a few Days, by 
the Help of a very faithful Memory, I got ſome In- 
ſight into their Language. Hes

70pe. He firſt took my Altitude by a Quadrant, 


and then with Rule and Compaſſes, deſcribed the

brought my Cloths very ill made, and quite out of 
Shapo, by happening to miſtake a Figure in the 
Calculation. But my Comfort was, that I obſerved 
ſuch Accidents very frequent, and little regarded. 
DuzixnG my Confinement for want of Cloaths, 
and by an Indiſpofition that held me ſome Days 


longer, I much enlarged my Dictionary; and when 


went next to Court, was able to underſtand many 
Things the King ſpoke, and to return him ſome 
Kind of Anſwers. His Majeſty had given Orders, 
that the Iſland ſhould move North-Eaſt and by 
Eaſt, to the vertical Point oyer Lagago, the Me- 
tropolis of the whole Kingdom, below upon the 
firm Earth.

and this Defect ariſeth fram the Contempt they bear 
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bor practical Geometry; which they deſpiſe as vul- 
gar and mechanick, thoſe Inſtructions they give 
deing too refined for the Intellectuals of their 
Workmen; which occaſions perpetual Miſtakes: 
And although they are dextrous enough upon a 
piece of Paper in the Management of the Rule, 
the Pencil, and the Divider, yet in the common 
Ations and Behaviour of Life, I have not ſeen 4 
more clumſy, awkward, and unhandy People, nor 
ſo flow and perplexed in their Conceptions upon all 
other Subjects, except thoſe of Mathematicks and 
Muſick. They are very bad Reaſoners, and vehe- 
nently given to Oppoſition, unleſs when they hap- 
pen to be of the right Opinion, which is ſeldom 
their Caſe. Imagination, Fancy, and Invention, 
they are wholly Strangers to, nor have any Words 
in their Language by which thoſe Ideas can be ex- 
preſſed; the whole Compaſs of their Thoughts and 
Mind, being ſhut up within the two forementioned

Mos of them, and eſpecially thoſe who deal in 
the Aſtronomical Part, have great Faith in judicial 
Aſtrology, although they are aſhamed to own it 
publickly.

WEN Dinner was done, the Maſter Horſe

mes ; far although 1 had refuſed them at firſt, yet 
upon ſecond Thoughts, 1 conſidered that 1 could

to land on this Coaſt, and then left me to ſhift for 
myſelf. It was with ſome Difficulty, and by the 
Help of many Signs, that I brought him to under- 
ſtand me. He replied, That I muſt needs be mi- 
ſtaken, or that I ſaid the thing which was not. 
(For they have no Word in their Language to ex- 
preſs Lying or Falſhood.) He knew it was im- 
poſſible that there could be a Country beyond the 
Sea, or that a Parcel of Brutes could move a wooden 
Veſſel whither they pleaſed upon Water.

him Wonders: He was pleaſed to direct his own 
Mare, his Colt and Fole, and the Servants of the 
ö Family to take all Opportunities of inſtructing me;

che ſame Pains himſelf: Several Horſes and Mares

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ſeemed in his Words and Actions to 8 ſome |

ceived {ſuch Anfweis as I was able to return. By 


all which Advantages, I made ſo great a Progreſs, 
that in five Months from my Arrival, I underſtood 


whatever was ſpoke, and could expreſs myſelf tole- 
rably well. 


Tux Houyhnhams who came to viſit my Maſter, 1 
out of a Deſign of ſeeing and talking with me, 
could hardly believe me to be a right Taboo, becauſe 


my Body had a different Covering from others of my 
Kind. They were aſtoniſhed to obſerve me with- 
out the uſual Hair or Skin, except on my Head, 
Face and Hands: But I diſcovered that Secret to 
my Maſter, upon an Accident, which happened 
about a Fortnight before. 


I nave already told the Reader, that every 


Night when the Family were gone to Bed, it was 


my Cuſtom: to ſtrip and cover myſelf with my 
Cloaths : It happened one Morning early, that my 
Maſter ſeat for me, by the Sorrel Nag, who was 
his Valet; when he came, I was faſt afleep, my 
- Cloaths fallen off on one Side, and my Shirt above 
my Waſte. I awaked at the Noiſe he made, and

Death. I anſwered, 'That our Horſes were trained 
up from three or four Years old to the ſeveral Uſes 
we intended them for; That if any of them proved 
intolerably vicious, they were employed for Car- 


riages; that they were ſeyerely beaten while they 
were young for ary miſchievous Tricks: That the 


Males, defigned for the common Uſe of Riding or 
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after their Birth, to take down their Spirits, and 
make them more tame and gentle: That they were 
indeed ſenfible of Rewards and Puniſhments ; but 
his Honour would pleaſe to confider, that they had 
not the leaſt 'Tin&ure of Reaſon any more than the 
Zaboos in this Country. 

Ir put me to the Pains of many Circumlocutions 
to give my Maſter a right Idea of what I ſpoke; 


than among us. But it is impoſſible to expreſs his 
noble Reſentment at our ſavage Treatment of the 
Houyhubhum Race; particularly after T had explained 
the Manner and Uſe of Caſtrating Horſes among 
us, to hinder them from propagating their Kind, 
and to render them more ſervile. He faid, if it 
were poſlible there could be any Country whieww Ta- 
hoos alone were endued with Reaſon, they certainly 
muſt be the governing Animal, becauſe Reaſon 
will in Time always prevail againſt Brutal Strength.

Bulk was ſo ill-contrived, for employing that Reaſon

{ured him, that I was as well ſhaped as moſt of my

SOMETIMES the Quarrel between two Princes is 
to decide which of them ſhall diſpoſſeſs a Third of 
his Dominions, whete neither of them pretend to 
any Right. Sometimes one Prince quarrelleth with 
another, 'for 'fear the other ſhould quarrel with 
him. Sometimes a War is entered upon, becauſe 
the Enemy is too Frong, and ſometimes becauſe he 
is too Weak. Sometimes our Neighbours want the 
Things which we have, or have the Things which 
we want; and we both fight, till they take ours 
or give us theirs. It is a very juſtifiable Cauſe of 
Wer to invade a Country after the People have been 
waſted by Famine, deſtroyed by Peſtilence, or em- 
broiled by Factions amongſt themſelves. It is juſti- 
fiable to enter into a War againſt our neareſt Ally, 
when one of his Towns lies convenient for us, or 
a Territory of Land, that would render our Domi- 
nions round and compact. If a Prince ſend Forces 
into a Nation, where the People are poor and igno- 
rant, he may lawfully put half of them to Death, 
and make Slaves of the reſt, in order to civilize and 
reduce them from their barbarous Way of Living. 
It is a very kingly, honourable, and frequent Prac- 
tice, when one Prince defires the Aſſiſtance of ano- 
ther to ſecure him againſt an Invaſion, that the 
Aſſiſtant, when he hath driven out the Invader, 
ſhould ſeize on the Dominions himſelf, and kill, 
impriſon or baniſh the Prince he came to relieve.

three Generations, unleſs the Wife take Care to 
Provide a healthy Father among her Neighbours, 


or Domeſticks, in order to improve and continue the 


Breed. That, a weak diſcaſed Body, a meager 


Countenance, and fallow Complexion, are the true 
Marks of noble Blood ; and a healthy robuſt Ap: 
pearance is ſo diſgraceful in a Man of Quality, that 


the World concludes his real Father to have been a

Lr me deal bs candidly wich che Read, as to 
confeſs, that there was yet a much ſtronger Motive 
for the. Freedom I took in my Repreſentation of 
Things. I had not been a Year in this Country, 
before I contra&ed ſuch a Love and Veneration for 


the Inhabitants, that I entered on a firm Reſolution 


never to return to human Kind, but to paſs the reſt 
of my Life among theſe admirable Houyhnhnms in 
the Contemplation and Practice of every Virtue ; 


| where I could have no Example or Incitement to 


Vice. Bur it was decreed by Fortune, my perpetual 
Enemy, that ſo great a Felicity ſhould not fall to 


my Share. However, it is now ſome Comfort to 


reflect, that in what I ſaid of my Countrymen, I 
extenuated their Faults as much as I durſt before ſo 
ſtri& an Examiner; and upon every Article, gave as 
favourable a Turn as the Matter would bear. For, 
indeed, who is there alive that will not be ſwayed - 


by his Byaſs and Partiality to the Place of his Birth ? 


I avs related the Subſtance of ſeveral Conver- 
fations I had with my Maſter, during the greateſt 
Part of the 'Time I had the Honour to be in his 
Service; but have indeed for Brevity ſake omitted 


much more than is here ſer down. 


Wurm I had anſwered all his Queſtions, and 
his Curioſity ſeemed to be fully ſatisfied ; he ſent 


for me one Morning early, and commanding me to 


fit down at ſome Diſtance, (an Honour which he 
had 
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had been very ſeriouſly conſidering my whole Stoty, | 
as far as it related both to my ſelf and my Country:; 
That, he looked upon us as a Sort of Animals to 
whoſe Share, by what Accident he could not con- 
jecture, ſome ſmall Pittance of Reaſon had fallen, 
whereof we made no other Uſe than by its Aſſi- 
ſtance to aggravate our natura! Corruption, | 
and to acquire new ones which Nature had not | 
iven us. That, we diſarmed our ſelves of the few | 
bilities ſhe had beſtowed ; had been very ſucceſs | 
ful in multiplying our original Wants, and ſeemed | 
to ſpend our whole Lives in vain Endeavours | 
to ſupply them by our own Inventions. That, 
as to my ſelf, it was manifeſt I had neither the | 
Strength or Agility of a common Taboo; that I 
walked infirmly on my hinder Feet; had found 
out a Contrivance to make my Claws of no Uſe or 
Defence, and to remove the Hair from my Chin, 


which was intended as a Shelter from the Sun and 


the Weather. Laſtly, That I could neither run 
with Speed, nor climb Trees like my Brethren (as | 
he called them) the 7ahoos in this Country. 
_ Trar, our Inſtitutions of Government and Law | 
were plainly owing to our groſs Defetts in Reaſon, | 
and by conſequence, in Virtue; becauſe Reaſon | 
alone is ſufficient to govern a Rational Crea- 
rure; which was therefore a Character we had no | 
Pretence to challenge, even from the Account 1 
had given of my own People; although he mani- | 
feſtly perceived, that in order to favour them, I 
had concealed many Particulars, and often ſaid the 
Thing which was not.

Hz was the more confirmed in this Opinion, 
becauſe he obſerved, that as 1 agreed in every Fea- 
| ture 
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ture of my Body with other 72hoos, except where 
it was to my real Diſadvantage in point of Strength, 
Speed and Activity, the Shortneſs of my Claws, 
and ſome other Particulars where Nature had no 
Part ; ſo, from the Repreſentation I had given him 
of our Lives, our Manners, and our Actions, he 
found as near 4 Reſemblance in the Diſpoſition of 
our Minds. He ſaid, the Tahoos were known to 
hate one another more than they did any different 
Species of Animals; arid the Reaſon uſually affigned; 
was, the Odiouſneſs of their own Shapes, which all 
could ſee in the reſt, but not in themſelves, He 
had therefore begun to think it not unwiſe in us to 
cover our Bodies, and by that Invention, conceal 
many of our Deformities from each other, which 
would elſe be hardly ſupportable. But, he now 
found he had been miſtaken; and that the Diſſen- 
tions of thoſe Brutes in his-Country were owing to 
the ſame Cauſe with ours, as I had deſcribed them.

That, if a Cow died of Age or 
Accident, before a Houynhnhum could ſecure it for 
his own Xahoos, thoſe in the Neighbourhood would 
come in Herds to ſeize it, and then would enſue 
ſuch a Battle as I had deſcribed, with terrible 
Wounds made by their Claws on both Sides, al- 
though they ſeldom were able to kill one another, 
for want of fuch convenient Inſtruments of Death

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as we had invented. At other Times the like Battles | 
have been fought between the Xahoos of ſeveral | 
2 þ without any viſible Cauſe : Thoſe 
of Se Diſtri& watching all Opportunities to ſur- | 
priſe the next before they are prepared. But if they | 
find their Project hath miſcarried, they return home, | 
and for want of Enemies, engage in what I call a

THar, in ſome Fields of his Country, 3 are 
certain ſhining Ftones of ſeveral Colours, whereof | 
the 77hoos are violently fond; and when Part of 
theſe Stones are fixed in the Earth, as it ſometimes 1 
happeneth, they will dig with their Claws for whole 
Days to get them out, and carry them away, and 
hide them by Heaps in their Kennels ; but ſtill 
looking round with great Caution, for fear their ; 
_ Comrades ſhould find our their Treaſure. My Ma- 
ſter ſaid, he could never diſcover the Reaſon of 
this unnatural Appetite, or how theſe Stones could 
be of any Uſe to a 72hoo ; but now he believed it 
might proceed from the ſame Principle of Avarice, 
which 1 had aſcribed to Mankind, That he had | 
once, by way of Experiment, privately removed a a 
Heap of theſe Stones from the Place where one ot 
his Zahoos had buried it: Whereupon, the ſordid 
Animal miſſing his Treaſure, by his loud lamenting 
brought the whole Herd to the Place, there miſe- 


rably howled, then fell to biting and tearing the reſt;

He ſaid; it was common when two Yahoos diſ- 
covered ſuch a Stone in a Field, and were contend- 
ing which of them ſhould be the Proprietor, 4 third 
would take the Advantage, and carry it away froth 
them both; which my Maſter would needs con- 
tend to have ſome Reſemblance with our Suits 'at 
Law; wherein I thought it for our Credit not to 
undeceive him ; fince Ks Deciſion he mentioned 
was much more equirable than many Decrees among 
us : Becauſe the Plaintiff and Defendant there lolt 
nothing beſide the Stone they contended for; where- 
as our Courts of Equity, would never have dilmiC

My Maſtet Saler his Diſcourſe (aid, Thiets 
was nothing that rendered the 72hoos more odious;

and Greedineſs of that fordid Brute. Neither has 
their Language any more than a general Appellation 
for thoſe Maladies; which is borrowed from the J 
Name of the Beaſt, and called Hnea Taboo, or the | 
abob s. Evil; and the Cure preſcribed is a Mixture 
of their own Dung and Urine, forcibly put down 
"the Yahoo's Throat. This I have fince often 
known to have been taken with Succeſs : And do 
here freely recommend it to my Countrymen, for 
the publick Good, as an admirable Specifick againſ ; 


all Diſeaſes produced by Repletion. 


As to Learning, Government, Arts, Nr 
tures, and the hke; my Maſter e he could 
find little or no Reſemblance between the Taboos 
of that Country and thoſe in ours. For, he only 
meant to obſerve what Parity there was in our 
| Natpress He had heard indeed ſome curious 
| Houyhnhnms obſerve, that in moſt Herds there was | 
a Sort of ruling Yah99, (as among us there is gene- 
— ſome 2 or principal Stag in a Park) who 
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was al ways more deformed in Body, and miſchievous 
in Diſpoſition, than any of the reſt: That, this 
Leader had uſually a Favourite as like himſelf as he 
could get, whoſe Employment was to lick his Ma- 
fter's Feet and Poſteriors, and drive the Female La- 
hoos to his Kennel; for which he was now and 


then rewarded with a Piece of Aſs's Fleſh. This 


Favourite is hated by the whole Herd; and there- 
fore to protect himſelf, keeps always near t he Per- 
ſon of his Leader. He uſually continues in Office 
till a worſe can be found; but the very Moment he 


is diſcarded, his n e at the Head of all the 


Yahoos in that Diſtrict, Young and Old, Male and 
Female, come in a Body, and diſcharge their Ex- 
crements upon him from Head to Foot. But how 
far this might be applicable to our Courts and Favou- 
my Maſter ſaid I 
could beſt determine. 

I puxsT make no Return to this malicious Inſi- 
nuation, which debaſed human Underſtanding be- 
low the Sagacity of a common Hound, who hath 
Judgment enough to diſtinguiſh and follow the Cry 
of the ableft Dog in the Pack, without being ever 
miſtaken. 

My Maſter told me, there were ſome Qualities 
remarkable in the Zahocos, which he had not ob- 
ſerved me to mention, or at Jeaſt very lightly, in 
the Accounts I had given him of human Kind. He 
faid, thoſe Animals, like other Brutes, had their 
Females in common; but in this they differed, that 
the She Taboo e admit the Male, whit ſhe

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infamous Brutality, that no ber ſenfiive Creature 
phe arrived at. 

ANornhER Thing he nat at in the Zaboos, 
was their ſtrange Diſpoſition to Naſtineſs and Dirt; 
whereas there appears to be a natural Love of Clean 
lineſs in all other Animals. As to the two former 
Accuſations, I was glad to let them paſs without 
any Reply, becauſe I had not a Word to offer upon 
them in Nefence of my Species, which otherwiſc 
I certainly had done from my own Inclinations. 
But I could have eaſily vindicated human Kind from 
the Imputation of Singularity upon the laſt Article, 


if there had been any Swine in that Country, (as 
unluckily for me there were not) which although it 4 


may be a feweeter Luadruped than a Zahoo, mage 
J humbly conceive in Juſtice pretend to more Clean- 
lineſs; and ſo his Honour himſelf muſt have

His Honour had farther obſerved, that a Female» 
Yahoo would often ſtand behind a Bank or a Buſby 
to gaze on the young Males paſſing by, and then 
appear, and hide, uſing many antick Geſtures and 
Grimaces; at which time it was obſerved, that ſhe 
had a moſt offenſive Smell; and when any of the 
Males advanced, would ſlowly retire, looking often 
back, and with a counterfeit Shew of Fear, run off 
into ſome convenient Place where ſhe knew the 
Male would follow her. LE 

Ar other times, if a Female Stranger came among 
them, three or four of her own Sex would get 
about her, and ſtare and chatter, and grin, and 
{mell her all over; and then turn off with Geſtures 
that ſeemed to expreſs Contempt and Diſdain. 
 Perhaes my Maſter might refine a little in theſe 
Speculations, which he had drawn from what he 
obſerved himſelf, or had been told him by others; 
However, I could not reflect without ſome Amaze- 
ment, and much Sorrow, that the Rudiments of 
Lewaneſs, Coquetry, Cenſure, and Scandal, ſhould 
have Place by Inftin& in Womankind. 

I rxexcrreD every Moment, that my Maſtex 
would accuſe the Jahoos of thoſe unnatural Appe- 


tites in both Sexes, fo common among us. But 
Nature it ſeems hath not been ſo expert a School.

The Author relateth ſeveral Particulars of the 
Yahoos. The great Virtues of the Houyhnhoms 


The Educatios and Exerciſe of their Youth. 
Their general Aſſembly. _ 


FT I ought to have underſtood human 
PERS N Nature much better than J ſuppoſed 
it poſſible for my Maſter to do, ſo it 
was eaſy to apply the Character he 
gave of the Jahoos to myfelf and my 
Countymen; and I believed I could yet make far- 
ther Diſcoveries from my own Obſervation. I 
therefore often begged his Honour to let me 90 
among the Herds of 72hoos in the Neighbourhood: 
to which he always very graciouſly conſented, be- 


ing perfe&ly convinced that the Hatred I bore choſe 


Brutes would never ſuffer me to be corrupted by 
them; and his Honour ordered one of his Servants, 
a ſtrong Sorrel Nag, very honeſt and good-natured, 


ro be my Guard ; withour whoſe Protection I durſt 
not 


„ foo 
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not undertake ſuch Adventures. For I have already 5 
told the Reader how much I was peſtered by thoſe 
odious Animals upon my - firſt Atrival. I at 
terwards failed very narrowly three 5 r four times of 
falling into their Clutches, when — 
ſtray at any Diſtance without iy. And 1 
have Reaſon to believe, they had ſome 3 
that I was of their own Species, which I often 
aſſiſted myſelf, by ſtripping up my Sleeves, and 
ſhewing my naked Arms and Breaſt in their Sight, 
when my Protector was with me: At which times 
they would approach as near as they durſt, and 
imitate my Actions after the Manner of Monkeys, 
but ever with great Signs of Hatred; as a tame 
Fack Daw with Cap and Stockings, is always per- 
ſecuted by the wild ones, when he e to be got 
among them. 
Iny are prodigiouſly dune from their Infancy; 
however, I once caught a young Male of three 
Years old, and endeavoured by all Marks of Ten- 
derneſs to make it quiet; but the little Imp fell a 
{ qualling, and ſcratching, and biting with ſuch 
Violence, that I was forced to let it go; and it was 
high time, for a whole Troop of old ones came 
. us at the Noiſe; but finding the, Cub was 
fafe, (for away it ran) and my Sorrel Nag being 
by, they durſt not yenture near us. I obſerved the 
young Animal's Fleſh to ſmell very rank, and the 
Stink was ſomewhat between a Weaſel and a Fox, 
but much more diſagreeable. I forgot another Cir- 
cumſtance, (and perhaps I might have the Reader $ 
Pardon, if it were wholly omitted) that while I 
held the odious Vermin in my Hands, it voided its 
filthy Excrements of a yellow liquid Subſtance, all

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Amall Brook hard by, where I waſhed myſelf as 


Clean as I cauld ; although I durſt not come into

By what I could diſcover, the Yahoos appear to 
be the moſt unteachable of all Animals, their Ca- 
Pacities never ping higher than to draw or car.

Ject, and cruel. It is obſerved, that the Red W, 
of both Sexes are more libidinous and miſchievous 
than the reſt, whom yet | they much exceed in 
Strength and Activity. 
Tur Huuyhnbums keep the Yaboos for aniline 
Uſe in Huts not far from the Houſe; but the reſt 
are ſent abroad to certain Fields, where they dig up 
Roots, ear ſeveral Kinds of Herbs, and ſearch about 
for Carrion, or ſometimes catch Weaſels and Lubi- 
rubs (a Sort of wild Rat) which they greedily 
"devour. Nature hath taught them to dig deep 
Holes with their Nails on the Side of a riſing 
Ground, wherein they lie by themſelves; only the 
Kennels of the Females are larger, ſufficient 0 
hold two or three Cubs. 
Tuner ſwim from their Infancy like Frogs, and 
are able to continue long under Water, where they 
often take Fiſh, which the Females carry home to

As theſe noble Houyhnhnms are endowed by 
Nature with a general Diſpoſition to all Virtues, 
and haye no Conceptions or Ideas of what is evil 
in a rational Creature; ſo their grand Maxim is, to 
cultivate Reaſon,. and to be wholly governed by 
it. Neither is Reaſon among them a Point proble- 
matical as with us, where Men can argue with 
Plauſjbiliry on both Sides of a Queſtion; but ſtrikes 
you with immediate Conviction; as it muſt needs 
do where i it is not mingled, obſcured, or diſcoloured 
by Paſſion and Intereſt. I remember it was with 
extreme Difficulty that I could bring my Maſter to 
underſtand the Meaning of the Word Opinion, or 
how a Point could be diſputable; . becauſe Reaſon 
taught us to affirm or deny only where we are cer- 
tain; and beyond our Knowledge we cannot do 
either. Sq that Controverſies, Wranglin s, Diſ- 
putes, and Poſitiveneſs in falſe or dubious erg 
tions, are Evils unknown among the Hou yhnhnms. 
In the like Manner when I uſed to explain to him 
our ſeyeral Syſtems of Natural Philoſophy, he 
: would laugh that a Creature pretending to Reaſon, 
' ſhould. value itſelf upon the Knowledge of other 
Peoples Conjectures, and in Things, where that 
Knowledge, if it were certain, could be of no Ute. 
Wherein 58 agreed entirely with the Sentiments 
of Socrates, Flato delivers them ; which I men- 
tion as the biok oft Honour I can ds that Prince of 
Philoſophers. I have often fince reflected What 
Deſtruction ſuch a Doctrine would make in the 
Libraries of Eur pe 3 and how many Paths to 
Fama 
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Fame would be chen ſhut wp in the Learned 
World. SE bet! „ £31 


FrIENDSHIP: | Bovetolaneas the ewe ptinei- 
pal Virtues among the Houyhnhnms; and theſe not 
confined to particular Objects, but univerſal. ta the 
whole Race. For, a Stranger from the remoteſt 
Part, is equally treated with he neareſt Neighbonr, 
and where-ever he goes, looks upon himſelf as at 
home. They preſerve, Decency and Civility in che 


higheſt Degrees, but are altogether ignorant of Ce- 


remony. They have no Fondneſs for their Colts or 
Foles; but the Care they take in educating them 
proceedeth entirely from the Dictates of Naefe. 
And, I obſerved my Maſter to ſhew the ſame Af. 
fection to his Neighbour's Iſſue that he had for his 


own. They will have it that Nature teaches them 


to love the whole Species, and it is Reaſon: only 
that maketh a Diſtin&ion of Perſons, where are 
is a ſuperior Degree of Virtue. 

When the: Matron Houyhnhums have ved 
one of each Sex, they no longer accompany with 
their Conſorts, except they loſe one of their Iſſue 
by ſome Caſualty, which very ſeldom happens: 
But in ſuch a Caſe they meet again; or when the 
like Accident befalls a Perſon, whoſe Wife is paſt 
bearing, ſome other Couple beſtows on him one 
of their own Colts, and then go together a ſecond 
Time, until the Mother be pregnant. This Cau- 
tion is neceſſary to prevent the Country from being 
overburthened with Numbers. But the Race of 
inferior Houyhnhams bred up to be Servants is not 
ſo ſtrictly limited upon this Article; theſe are al- 
lowed to produce three of each Sex, to be Dome- 
meſticks in the Noble Families. 
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In theit Marriapes they arè exactij cateful to 
thuſe ſuch Colours as will not make any diſa- 
greeable Mixture in the Breed. Strength i is chiefly y | 
valued in the Male, and Comtlineſs in che Fe- 
male; not upon the Account of Peter but to pre- 


Are the Race from deę eneriring * Fo or, where a 
Female happens to excel in Strength, à Conſoft is 
choſen with regard to Comelineſs. 'Courtſhip, Love, 
Preſents, Joyntures, Settlements; have ho Place in 
their Thoughts; - of Terms whereby to expreſs them 
in their Language. The young Couple nieet and 
are joined, merely becauſe it is the Determination 


of their Parents and Friends: It is what they ſee | 


done every Day; and they look upon it as one of 


the neceſſary Actions in a reaſonable Being: But 


the Violation of Marriage, or any other Unchaſti- 
ty, was never heard of: And the married Pair paſs 
their Lives with the fame Friendfhip, and mutual 


Benevolence that they bear to all others of the ſame | 


Species; who come in their Way; without Jealou- 
y, Fondneſs, Quarrelling, or Diſcontent. 


Ix educating the Youth of both Sexes, their Me- 


thod i is admirable, and highly deſerveth our Imitation. 
Theſe are not ſuffered to taſte a Grain of Oats, ex- 
cept upon certain Days, till Eighteen Years old; 
nor Milk, but very tately ; and in Summer they 
graze two Houts in the Morning, and as many in 


the Evening, which their Parents likewiſe obfer ve; 


but the Servan's are not allowed above half that 
Time ; and a great Part of the Grafs is btought home, 
Which they eat at the moſt convenient Hours, when 
they can be beſt ſpared from Work. _ 

TM ERA NC, Induſtry, Exerciſe and Cieantineſs, 


are the Leſſons equally enjoyned to the young * 


„ 
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of both Sexes: And my Maſter thought it mon- 


ſtrous in us to give the Females a different Kind of 
Education from the Males, except in ſome Articles 
of Domeſtick Management; whereby, as he truly 
obſerved, one Half of our Natives were good for 
nothing but bringing Children into the World : 


And ro truſt the Care of their Children to ſuch uſe- 


leſs Animals, he ſaid was yet a greater Inftance of 
Brutality. | 

Bor the Houyhnhams train up their Youth to 
Strength, Speed, and Hardineſs, by exerciſing them 
in running Races up and down ſteep Hills, or 
over hard ſtony Grounds ; and when they are all in 
a Sweat, they are ordered to leap over Head and 
Ears into a Pond or a River. Four times a Year the 
Youth of certain Diſtri&s meet to ſhew the Pro- 
ficiency in Running, and Leaping, and other Feats. 
of Strength or Agility; where the Victor is re- 


warded with a Song made in his or her Praiſe, 


On this Feſtival the Servants drive a Herd of 
Yahoos into the Field, laden with Hay, and 
Oats, and Milk. for a Repaſt to the Houybuhms; 
after which, theſe Brutes are immediately driven 
back again, for fear of being noiſome to the Aſ- 


ſembly. | 


EvexyY fourth Year, at the Vernal Equinox, there 
is a Repreſentative Council of the whole Nation, 
which meets in a Plain about twenty Miles from our 
Houſe, and continueth about five or ſix Days.

CHAP. 
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A grand Debate at the General Aſſembly of the 
Houyhnhnms; and how it was determined. 
The Learning of the Houyhnhnms. Their 

Buildings. Their Manner of Burials. The De- 

Fectiveneſs of their Language. _ 


NE of theſe Grand Aſſemblies was 
held in my time, about three 
Months before my Departure, whi- 
ther my Maſter went as the Re- 
preſentative of our Diſtrict. In 
this Council was reſumed their 
old Debate, and indeed, the only Debate that ever 
happened in their Country; whereof my Maſter 
after his Return gave me a very particular Ac- 
count. EO 1 

Tux Queſtion to be debated, was, Whether the 
Japhoos ſhould be exterminated from the Face of 
the Earth. One of the Members for the Affirma- 
ive offered ſeveral Arguments of great Strength 
and Weight; alledging, That, as the Zahoos were 
che moſt filthy, noiſome, and deformed Animal 
voi...“ a which 


.

which Nature ever produced, ſo they were the moſt 
reſtive and indocible, miſchie vous and malicious: 
They would privately ſuck the Teats of rhe 
Fouyhnhnms Cows; kill and devour their Cats, 
trample down their Oats and Grafs, if they were 
not continually watched; and commit a "Thouſand 
other Extravagancies. He took Notice of a gene- 
ral Tradition, that 7ahoos had not been always in 
their Country : But, that many Ages ago, two of 
theſe Brutes appeared together upon a Mountain ; 
whether produced by the Heat of the Sun upon 


corrupted Mud and Slime, or from the Ooze and 


F roth of the Sea, was never known. That theſe 
Jaboos engendered, and their Brood in a ſhort 
time grew ſo numerous as to over-run and infeſt 


the whole Nation. That the Houyhnhmns to get 


rid of this Evil, made a general Hunting, and at 
laſt incloſed the whole Herd; and deſtroying the 3 
Older, every Houybaham kept two young Ones in 
a Kennel, and brought them to ſuch a Degree of 
Tameneſs, as an Animal ſo ſavage by Natute can 
be capable of acquiring; uſing them for Draught 
That, there ſeemed to be much 
Truth in this Tradition, and that thoſe Creatures 
could not be Y1nhniamſhy (or Aborigines of the 
Land) becauſe of the violent Hatred the Houyhnhnms 
as well as all other Animals, bore them; which al- 
though their evil Diſpoſition ſufficiently deſerved, 
eould never have arrived at ſo high a Deeree, it 8 
they had been Aborigines, or elſe they would have 
long ſince been rooted out. That, the Inhabitants 
taking a Fancy to uſe the Service of the Taboos,

had very imprudently negle&ed to cultivate the + 
Breed of Aſſes, which were a comely Animal, * : 
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ly kept, more tame and orderly, without any offen- 


five Smell, ſtrong enough for Labour, although

ferable to the horrible Howlings of the Y2hoos. _ 
SEVERAL others declared their Sentiments to the 
ſame Purpoſe; when my Maſter propoſed an Ex- 


| pedient to the Aſſembly, whereof he had indeed 
TY borrowed the Hint from me. He approved of the 

Tradition, mentioned by the Honourable Member, 

; who ſpoke before; and affirmed, that the two Ja- 


hoos laid to be firſt ſeen among them, had been 
driven thither over the Sea; that coming to Land, 
and being forſaken by their Companions, they re- 
tired to the Mountains, and degenerating by De- 
grees, became in Proceſs of Time, much more 
lavage than thoſe of their own Species in the Coun- 
try from whence theſe two Originals came. 'The 
Reaſon of his Aſſertion was, that he had now in 
his Poſſeſſion, a certain wonderful Jah, ( mean- 
ing myſelk) which moſt of them had heard of, 
and many of them had ſeen, He then related tq 
them, how he firſt found me ; that, my Body was 
all covered with an artificial Compoſure of the 
Skins and Hairs of other Animals: That, I ſpoke 
in a Language of my own, and had thoroughly 
learned theirs: 'T hat, I had related to him the Ac- 
| cidents which brought me thither : That, when he 
{aw me without my Covering, I was an exact Ja. 
boo in every Part, only of a whiter Colour, leſs 
hairy, and with ſhorter Claws. He added, how L 
had endeavoured to perſuade him, that in my own 
and other Countries the Jahoos a&ed as the govern- 
ing, rational Animal, and held the Houyhahnins in

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Servitude: That, he obſerved in me all the Qua. 

lities of a Yahoo, only a little more civilized by 
ſome I incture of Reaſon; which however was in 
4 Degree as far inferior to the Houyhnhum Race, as |

ceeding Misfortunes of my Life. 


ines Houyhahams have no Letters, and = N 
quently, their Knowledge is all traditional. But 
there happening few Events of any Moment among 
a People ſo well united, naturally diſpoſed to every 
Vutue, wholly governed by Reaſon, and * off 
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from all Commerce with other Nations; the hiſto- 
rical Part is eaſily preſerved without burthening 
their Memories. I have already obſerved, that 


they are ſubje& to no Diſeaſes, and therefore can 


have no Need of Phyſicians. However, they have 
excellent Medicines compoſed of Herbs, to cure 
accidental Bruiſes and Cuts in the Paſtern or Frog of 
the Foot by ſharp Stones, as well as other Maims 
and Hurts jn the ſeveral Parts of the Body. 

TnkEr calculate the Year by the Revolution of 
the Sun and the Moon, but uſe no Subdivifions into 
Weeks. They are well enough acquainted with 
the Motions of thoſe two Luminaries, and under- 
ſtand the Nature of Eclipſes; and this! Is the utmoſt 
Progreſs of their Afronomp. 

Ix Poetry they mult be allowed to excel all other 
Mortals; wherein the Juſtneſs of their Similes, and 
the Minureneſs, as well as Exactneſs of their De- 
ſcriptions, are indeed inimitable. Their Verſes 


abound very much in both of theſe; and uſually 


contain either ſome exalted Notions of Friendſhip 

and Benevolence, or the Praiſes of thoſe who were 
Victors in Races, and other bodily Exerciſes, 
Their Buildings, although very rude and ſimple, 
are not inconvenient, hae well contrived to defend 
them from all Injuries of Cold and Heat. They 

have a Kind of Tree, which at Forty Years old 
looſens in the Root, and falls with the firſt Storm; 
r grows very ſtrait, and being pointed like Stakes 
with a ſharp Stone, (for the Houyhnhams know 
not the Uſe of Iron) they ſtick them erect in the 
Ground about ten Inches aſunder, and then weave 
in Oat-ſtraw, or ſometimes Wattles betwixt them, 


The 
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'The Roof is made after the ſame Manner, and ſo 


are the Doors. 
Tun Houyhnhums uſe the hollow Part between 


the Paſtern and the Hoof of their Fore- feet, as we 


do our Hands, and this with greater Dexterity, than 
J could at firſt imagine. I have ſeen a white Mare 
of our Family thread a Needle (which I lent her 
on Purpoſe) with that Joynt. They milk their 
Cows, reap their Oats, and do all the Work which 
requires Hands, in the ſame Manner. They have 
a Kind of hard Flints, which by grinding againſt 
other Stones, they form into Inſtruments, that ſerve 
inſtead of Wedges, Axes, and Hammers. With 
Tools made of theſe Flints, they likewiſe cut their 
Hay, and reap their Oats, which there groweth 
naturally in ſeveral Fields: The Yahoos draw home 
the Sheaves in Carriages, and the Servants tread. 


them in certain covered Hutts, to get out the Grain, 


which is kept in Stores. They make a rude Kind 
of earthen and wooden Veſlcls and bake the for- 
mer in the Sun. 


Ir they can avoid Caſualties, they die only of 1 
old Age, and are buried in the obſcureſt Places J 
that can be found, their Friends and Relations ex- | 


preſſing neither Joy nor Grief at their Departure; 


nor does the dying Perſon diſcover the leaſt Regret 


that he is leaving the World, any more than if he 


were upon returning home from a Viſit to one of © 


his Neighbours: I remember, my Maſter having 
once made an Appointment with a F riend and his 


Family to come to his Houſe upon ſome A Fair of f 


Importance; on the Day fixed, the Miſtreſs and 


her two Children came very late; ſhe made two ; 
| Excuſes, firſt for her Husband, who, as ſhe ſaid, 
hap- 
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1 happened that very Morning to Lhnuwnh. The 

Word is ſtrongly expreflive in their Language, but 
n FF not eafily rendered into Engliſh ; it ſignifies, 70 re- 
e tire to his fr Mother. Her Excule for not com- 
n ing ſooner, was, that her Husband dying late in 
e che Morning, ſhe was a good while conſulting her 
r © Servants about a convenient Place where his Body 


ſhould be Jaid; and I obſerved ſhe behaved herſelf 
at our Houſe, as chearfully as the reſt : She died 
about three Months after. : 
Tuxr live generally to Seventy or Seventy-five 
Years, very ſeldom to Fourſcore : Some Weeks be- 
fore their Death they fee] a gradual Decay, but 
without Pain. During this time they are much 
viſited by their Friends, becauſe they cannot go 
abroad with their uſual Eaſe and Satisfaction. 
However, about ten Days before their Death, which 
they ſeldom fail in computing, they return the 
Viſits that have been made them by thoſe who are 
neareſt in the Neighbourhood, being carried in a 
convenient Sledge drawn by Zahoos; which Vehi- 
cle they uſe, not only upon this Occaſion, but 
when they grow old, upon long Journeys, or when 
they are lamed by any Accident. And therefore 
when the dying Houyhnhams return thoſe Viſits. 
they take a folemn Leave of their, Friends, as if 
they were going to ſome remote Part of the Coun- 
try, Where they deſigned to paſs the reſt of their 
Lire . 
I xxow not whether it may be worth obſerving, 
chat the Houyhnhnms have no Word in their Lan- 
guage to expreſs any thing that is evi, except what 
they borrow from the Deformities or ill Qualities of 
the Jaboos. Thus they denote the Folly of a Ser- 
Yant, 
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yant, an Omiſſion of a Child, a Stone that cuts 


their Feet, a Continuance of fopl | or unſeaſonable 
Weather, and the like, by adding to each the 


Epithet of Taboo. For Inſtance, Hhnn Tahog, | 
Whnaholm Yahoo, Yulhmnawihlma Yahoo, and an 


ill contrived Houſe, Tbolmbumroblnw Taboo. 


I coup with great Pleaſure enlarge farther upon | 


the Manners and Virtues of this excellent People; 
but intending in a ſhort time to publiſh a Volume 


by itſelf expreſsly upon that Subject, I refer the 
Reader thither.

vered with Ruſh-mats of my own contriving : 1 
had beten Hemp, which there grows wild, and 
made of it a Sort of Ticking: This I filled with. 
the Feathers of ſeveral Birds I had taken with 
Springes made of Zahoos Hairs ; and were excellent 
Food. I had worked two Chairs with my Knife,

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the Sorrel Nag helping me in the groſſer and mors 


laborious Part. When my Cloaths were worn to 
| Rags, I made my ſelf others with the Skins of 
Rabbets, and of a certain beautiful Animal about the 
fame Size, called Nuubnoh, the Skin of which is 
covered with a fine Down. Of theſe I likewiſe 
made very tolerable Stockings. I ſoaled my Shoes 
with Wood which I cut from a Tree, and fitted to 
the upper Leather, and when this was worn out, 


I ſupplied it with the Skins of 7ahos, dried in the 


Sun. I often got Honey out of hollow Trees, 
which I mingled with Water, or eat it with my 
Bread. No Man could more verify the Truth of 


theſe two Maxims, That, Nature is very eaſily fe atis- 1 


fied; and, That, Neceſſity is the Mother of Invention. 
I enjoyed perfect Health of Body, and Tranquility 
of Mind; I did not feel the Treachery or Incon- 
| Nancy of a Friend, nor the Injuries of a ſecret or 
open Enemy. I had no Occaſion of bribing, flat- 
tering or pimping, to procure the Favour of any 
great Man, or of his Minion. I wanted no Fence 
againſt Fraud or Oppreſſion: Here was neither 
Phyſician to deſtroy my Body, nor Lawyer to ruin 
my Fortune: No Informer to watch my Words and 
Actions, or forge Accuſations againſt me for Hire: 
Here were no Gibers, Cenſurers, Backbiters, Pick- 
pockets, Highwaymen, Houſe-breakers, Attorneys, 
Bawds, Buffoons, Gameſters, Politicians, Wits, 
Spleneticks, tedious Talkers, Controvertiſts, Ra- 
viſhers, Murderers, Robbers, Virtuoſo's ; no Lea- 
ders or Followers of Party and Faction; no Encou- 
ragers to Vice, by Seducement or Examples No 
Dungeon, Axes, Gibbets, Whipping-poſts, or Pil- 
lories; No cheating Shop-keepers or Mechanicks : 
| No 
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No Pride, Vanity or Aﬀe&ation : No Fops, Bul- 
lies, Drunkards, ſtrolling Whores, or Poxes : No 
ranting, lewd, expenſive Wives: No ſtupid, proud 
Pedants : No importunate, over-bearing, quarrel- 
ſome, noiſy, roaring, empty, conceited, {wearin 

| Companions : No Scoundrels raiſed from the Duſt 
upon the Merit of their Vices; or Nobility thrown 
into it on account of their Virtues: No Lords, Fid- 
lers, Judges or Dancing -Maſters. 

I Hap the Favour of being admitted to ſeveral 
Houyhahams, who came to viſit or dine with my 
Maſter; where his Honour graciouſly ſuffered me 
to wait in the Room, and liſten to their Diſcourſe. 
Both he and his Company would often deſcend 
to ask me Queſtions, and receive my Anſwers. I 
had alſo ſometimes the Honour of attending my Ma- 
ſter in his Viſits to others. I never preſumed to 
ſpeak, except in anſwer to a Queſtion ; and then I 
did it with inward Regret, becauſe it was a Loſs 
of ſo much Time for improving my ſelf: But I 
Was infinitely delighted with the Station of an hum- 
ble Auditor in ſuch Converſations, where nothing 
paſſed but what was uſeful, expreſſed in the 
feweſt and moſt ſignificant Words: Where (as 
I have already ſaid) the greateſt Decency was 
obſerved, without the leaſt Degree of Ceremo- 
ny; where no Perſon ſpoke without being pleaſed 
himſelf, and pleaſing his Companions : Where 
there was no Interruption, Tediouſneſs, Heat, or 
Difference of Sentiments. They have a Notion, 
That when People are met together, a ſhort Silence 
doth much improve Converſation : 'This I found 
to be true; for during thoſe little Intermiſſions of 
Talk, new Ideas would ariſe in their Minds, which 
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very much enlivened the Diſcourſe. Their Subject: | 


are generally on Friendſhip and Benevolence; onOr- 
der and Oeconomy; ſometimes upon the viſible Ope- 


rations of Nature. or ancient Traditions; upon the 


Bounds and Limits of Virtue; upon the unerring 
Rules of Reaſon; or upon ſome Determinations, to be 
taken at the next great Aſſembly ; and often upon the 
various Excellencies of Poetry. I may add, without 
Vanity, that my Preſence often gave them ſuſi- 
cient Matter for Diſcourſe, becauſe ir afforded my 
Maſter an Occaſion of letting his Friends into the 
Hiſtory of me and my Country, upon which they 
were all pleaſed to diſcant in a Manner not very 


advantageous 1 to human Kind ; and for that Reaſon, | 


J ſhall not repeat what they aid: Only I may be 
allowed to obſerve, That his Honour, to my great 
| Admiration, appeared to underſtand the Nature of 
Zahoos much better than my ſelf He went through 
all our Vices and Follies, and diſcovered many 


which I had never mentioned to him; by only 


ſuppoſing what Qualities a Ta hoo of their Country, 
with a {mall Proportion of Reaſon, might be capa- 
ble of exerting: And concluded, with too much 
Probability, how vile as well as miſerable ſuch a 
Creature muſt be. j 
"LE FRBELYS confeſs, that all che little Knawkden 
J have of any Value, was acquired by the Lectures 
I received from my Maſter, and from hearing the 
Diſcourſes of him and his Friends; to which 1 
ſhould be prouder to liſten, than to dictate to the 
greateſt and wiſeſt Aſſembly in Europe. I admired 
the Strength, Comelineſs and Speed of the Inhabi- 


tants ; and ſuch a Conſtellation of Virtues in ſuck 


amiable Perſons produced in me the higheſt Vene- 
ration

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ration. At firſt, indeed, I did not feel that natural 
Awe which the 7ahoos and all other Animals bear 
towards them ; but it grew upon me by Degrees; 
much ſooner than I imagined, and was mingled 
with a reſpe&ful Love and Gratitude, that they 
would condeſcend to diſtinguiſh me from the reſt 
of my Species. 55 3 

WnũEN I thought of my Family, my Friends, 
my Countrymen, or human Race in general, 1 
conſidered them as they really were, Jaboos in 
Shape and Difpofition, perhaps a little more civi- 
lized, and qualified with the Gift of Speech; but 
making no other Uſe of Reaſon, than to improve 
and multiply thoſe Vices, whereof their Brethren 
in this Country had only the Share that Nature 
allotted them. When I happened to behold the 
Reflection of my own Form in a Lake or Foun- 
tain, I turned away my Face in Horror and deteſta- 
tion of my ſelf ; and could better endure the Sight 
of a common Taboo, than of my own Perſon. By 
converſing with the Houybnkams, and looking up- 
on them with Delight, I fell to imitate their Gait 
and Geſture, which is now grown into a Habit; 
and my Friends often tell me in a blunt Way, that 
T trot like a Horſe; which, however, I take for 
a great Compliment : Neither ſhall I difown, that 
in ſpeaking I am apt to fall into the Voice and man- 
ner of the Houyhnhnms, and hear my ſelf ridiculed 
on that Account without the leaſt Mortification. 

In the Midſt of this Happineſs, when I looked 
upon my {ſelf to be fully ſettled for Lite, my Ma- 
ſter ſent for me one Morning a little earlier than 
his uſual Hour. I obſerved by his Countenance 
that he was in ſome Perplexity, and at a Loſs how 

| ta 
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to begin what he had to ſpeak. After a ſhort Si- 
| lence, he told me, he did not know how I would 
take what he was going to ſay: That, in the laſt ge- 
neral Aſſembly, when the Affair of the 7ahoos was 
entered upon, the Repreſentatives had taken Of- 
fence at his keeping a Yahoo (meaning my ſelf) in 
his Family more like a Houphnhnm than a Brute A- 
nimal. That, He was known frequently to coverſe 
with me, as if he could receive ſome Advantage or 
Pleaſure in my Company: That, ſuch a Practice 
was not agreeable to Reaſori or Nature, or a thing 
ever heard of before among them. The Aſſembly 


did therefore exhort him, either to employ me like 


the reſt of my Species, or command me to ſwim 
back to the Place from whence I came. That, the 
firſt of theſe Expedients was utterly rejected by all 
the Houyhnhnms, who had ever ſeen me at his 
Houſe or their own: For, they alledged, That be- 
cauſe I had ſome Rudiments of Ren, added to 
the natural Pravity of thoſe Animals, it was to be 


feared, I might be able to ſeduce them into the 


woody and mountainous Patts of the Country, and 


bring them in Troops by Night to deſtroy the 
Houyhnhams Cattle, as being naturally of the ra- 


venous Kind, and averſe from Labour.

My Maſter added, That he was daily preſſed 
by the Houyhnbums of the Neighbourhood to have 
the Aſſembly's Exhortation executed, which he 
could not put off much longer. He doubted, it 
would be impoſſible for me to ſwim to another 
Country ; and therefore wiſhed I would contrive 
ſome Sort of Vehicle reſembling thoſe I had de- 
ſcribed to him, that might carry me on the Sea; in 
which Work I ſhould have the Aſſiſtance of his 
on 
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Bywyn Servants, as well as thoſe of his Neighbours, 


been content to keep me in his Service as long as 
I lived ; becauſe he found I had cured myſelf of 
{ome bad Habits and Diſpoſitions, by endeavouring, 
as far, as my inferior Nature was capable, to imitate 
the Howyhnhams. „ 
I SHouLD here obſerve to the Reader, that a 
Decree of the general Aſſembly in this Country, 
is expreſſed by the Word Hubloayn, which figni- 
fies an Exhortation; as near as I can render it: For 
they have no Conception how a rational Creature 
can be compelled, but only adviſed, or exhorted; 
becauſe no Perſon can diſobey Reaſon, without 
giving up his Claim to be a rational Creature. 


I was ſtruck with the utmoſt Grief and Deſpair 


at my Maſter's Diſcourſe ; and being unable to ſup- 


port the Agonies I was under, I fell into a Swoon 


at his Feet: When 1 came to myſelf, he told me, 
that he concluded I had been dead. (For theſe 
People are ſubje& to no ſuch Imbecillities of Na- 


ture) I anſwered, in a faint Voice, that Death 


would have been too great an Happineſs ; that al- 
though I could not blame the Aſſembly's Exhorta- 
tion, or the Urgency of his Friends; yet in my 
weak and corrupt Judgment, I thought it might 
conſiſt with Reaſon to have been leſs rigorous. 
That, I could not ſwim a League, and probably the 
neareſt Land to theirs might be diſtant above an 
Hundred: That, many Materials, neceſſary for ma- 
king a ſmall Veſſel to carry me off, were wholly 
wanting in this Country, which however, I would 
attempt in Obedience and Oratitude to his — 
as 
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He concluded, that for his own Part he could have 
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although I concluded the thing to be impoflible, 
and therefore looked on myſelf as already devoted 
to Deſtruction. That, the certain Proſpect of ati 
unnatural Death, was the leaſt of my Evils: For, 
ſuppoſing I ſhould eſcape with Life by ſome ſtrange 
Adventure, how could I think with Temper, of 
paſſing my Days among Ta hoos, and relapſing into 
my old Corruptions, for want of Examples to lead 


and keep me within the Paths of Virtue. That, I 


knew too well upon what ſolid Reaſons all the 
Determinations of the wiſe Houyhnhnms were 
founded, not to be ſhaken by Arguments of mine, 
a miſerable Taboo; and therefore after preſenting 
him with my humble Thanks for the Offer of his 
Servants Aſſiſtance in making a Veſſel, and defiring 
a reaſonable Time for ſo difficult a Work, I told 
him, I would endeavour to preſerve a wretched 
Being ; and, if ever I returned to England, was not 
without Hopes of being uſeful ro my own Species, 
by celebrating the Praifes of the renowned Houy- 
bubums, and propoſing their Virtues to the Imita- 
tion of Mankind. ; 
My Maſter in a few Words made me a very gra- 


cious Reply, allowed me the Space of two Mont ho 


to finiſh my Boat; and ordered the Sorrel Nag, 
my Fellow-Servanr, (for fo at this Diſtance | may 


preſume to call him) to follow my Inſtructions, 


becauſe I told my Maſter, that his Help would 
be ſufficient, and I knew he had a Tenderneſs for 
me. 


Ix his Company my firſt Buſineſs was to go to 
that Part of the Coaſt, where my rebellious Crew 
had ordered me to be fet on Shore, ] got upon @

fancied I ſaw a ſmall Iſland, towards the North. 
Eft : I took out my Pocket-glaſs, and could then 
clearly diſtinguiſh it about five Leagues off, as I 
computed ; but it appeared to the Sorrel Nag to. b& 


only a blue Cloud : For, as he had no Conception 
of any Country beſide his own, fo he could not

AFTER I had diſcovered this Iſland, I tonfidered 


no farther; but reſolved, it ſhould, if poſſible, be 
the firſt Place of my Baniſhment, leaving the Con- 


ſequence to Fortune. 3 „ 

I xerTurNtED home, and conſulting with the 
Sorrel Nag, we went into a Copſe at ſome Di- 
ſtance, where I with my Knife, and he with 3 
ſharp Flint faſtened very artificially, after their 
Manner, to a Wooden Handle, cut down ſeveral 
Oak Wattles about the 'Thickneſs of a Walking- 
Raff, and ſome larger Pieces. But I ſhall not 
trouble the Readef with a particular Deſcription 
of my own Mechanicks : Let it ſuffice to ſay, thit 
in ſix Weeks time; with the Help of the Sorrel 
Nag, who performed the Parts that required moſt 
Labour, I finiſhed a Sort of Indians Cahoo; but 
much larger, covering it with the Skins of X2hoos. 
well ſtitched together, with hempen Threads of 
my own making. My Sail was likewiſe compoſed 
of the Skins of the ſame Animal; but I made uſe 
of the youngeſt I could get, the older being too 
tough ahd thick; and I hkewiſe provided myſelf 


with four Paddles, 1 laid in a Stock of boiled 
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Fleſh, of Rabbets and Fowls; and took with me : 
two Veſlels, one filled with Milk, and the other 
with Water. — 8 * 
I TRIED my Canoo in a large Pond near my Ma- 
ſter's Houſe, and then. corrected in it what was 
amiſs; ſtopping all the Chinks with 7ahoos Tallows ! 
till I found it ſtanch, and able to bear me, and my 
Freight. And when it was as compleat as I could 
poſſibly make it, I had it drawn on a Carriage very ! 
gently by 7ahoos, to the Sea-fide, under the Con- 
duct of the Sorrel Nag, and another Servant. 
When all was ready, and the Day came for my 
Departure, I took Leave of my Maſter and Lady, 
and the whole Family, mine Eyes flowing with | 
Tears, and my Heart quite ſunk with Grief. But 
his Honour, our of Curioſity, and perhaps (if I may 
ſpeak it without Vanity) partly out of Kindneſs, } 
was determined to fee me in my Canoo; and got 
ſeveral of his neighbouring Friends to accompany | 
him. I was forced to wait above an Hour for the 
Tide, and then obſerving the Wind very fortunate- 
ly bearing towards the Iſland, to which I intended 
to ſteer my Courſe, I took a ſecond Leave of my 
Maſter : But as I was going to proſtrate myſelf to 
kiſs his Hoof, he did me the Honour to raiſe it 
gently to my Mouth. I am not ignorant how 
much I have been cenſured for mentioning this laſt 
Particular. Detra&ors are pleaſed to think it im- 
probable, that ſo illuſtrious a Perſon ſhould de-“ 
ſcend to give ſo great a Mark of Diſtinction to 2 
Creature fo inferior as I. Neither have I forgot, 
how apt ſome Travellers are to boaſt of extraor- 
dinary Favours they have received. But, if theſe 
Cenſurers were better acquainted with the _ |

BEGAN this deſperate Voyage on 
February 15, 171%, at 9 Oo Clock 


very favourable ; however, I made 
uſe at firſt only of my Paddles ; but 
cConſidering I ſhould ſoon be weary, 
and that the Wind might probably chop about, I 
ventured to ſet up my little Sail; and thus, with 
the Help of the Tide, I went at the Rate of a 
League and a Half an Hour, as near as I could guels, 


My Maſter and his Friends continued on the Shoar, 


till J was almoſt out of Sight; and I often heard the 
Sorrel Nag (who always loved me) crying out, 
Hnuy illa nyba maiah Yahoo, Take Care of thy 
ſelf, gentle Taboo.

I would have thought a greater Happineſs than to 
be firſt Miniſter in the politeſt Court of Europe; 


to live in the Society and under the Government of 
Yahoos. For in ſuch a Solitude as I deſired, I 
could at leaſt enjoy my own 'Thoughts, and refle& 
with Delight on the Virtues of thoſe inimitable 
Houyhnhnms, without any Opportunity of degene- 
rating into the Vices and Corruptions of my own 


Tux Reader may remember what I related when 
my Crew conſpired againſt me, and confined me 
to my Cabbin. How I continued there ſeveral 
Weeks, without knowing what Courſe we took; 
and when I was put aſhore in the Long-boat, how 


World we were. However, I did then believe us 
to be about ten Degrees Southward of the Cape of 
Good Hope, or about 45 Degrees Southern Latitude, 
as I gathered from ſome general Words I overheard 
among them, being I ſuppoſed to the South-Eaſt 
in their intended Voyage to Madagaſcar. And 

although this were but little better than ConjeQure, 
yet I reſolved to ſteer my Courſe Eaſtward, hop- 


and perhaps ſome ſuch Iſland as I defired, lyin 

Weftward of it. The Wind was full Veſt, and by 
ſix in the Evening I computed I had gone Eaftward 
at leaſt eighteen Leagues; when I ſpied a very 
ſmall Iſland about half a League off, which I ſoon 
reached. It was nothing but a Rock with one 
Creek, naturally arched by the Force of 'Tempeſts. 
1 
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Here I put in my Canoo, and climbing a Part of 
the Rock, 1 could plainly diſcover Land to the 
Eaſt, extending from South to North. I lay all 


Night in my Canoo ; and repeating my Voyage 


early in the Morning, 1 arrived in ſeven Hours to 
the South-Eaſt Point of New-Holland. This con- 
firmed me in the Opinion I have long entertained, 
that the Maps and Charts place this Country at 
leaſt three Degrees more to the Eaſt than it really 
is; which Thought J communicated many Years 
ago to my worthy Friend Mr. Herman Moll, and 
gave him my Reaſons for it, although he hath ra- 
ther choſen to follow other Authors. i 

I saw no Inhabitants in the Place where I 
landed; and being unarmed, I was afraid of ven- 
turing far into the Country. I found ſome Shell- 


Fiſh on the Shore, and eat them raw, not daring 


to kindle a Fire, for fear of being diſcovered by the 
Natives. I continued three Days feeding on Oy- 
ſters and Limpits, to ſave my own Proviſions; and 
I fortunately found a Brook of excellent Water, 
which gave me great Relief. | 
Q the fourth Day, venturing out early a little 
too far. I ſaw twenty or thirty Natives upon a 
Height, not above five hundred Yards from me. 
'They were ſtark naked, Men, Women and Chil- 
dren round a Fire, as | could diſcover by the Smoke. 
One of them ſpied me, and gave Notice to the 
reſt; five of them advanced towards me, leaving 
the Women and Children at the Fire. 1 made 
what haſte | could to the Shore, and getting into 
my Canoo, ſhoved off : The Savages obſerving me 
retreat, ran after me; and before I could get far 
enough into the Sea, diſcharged an Arrow, which 

wounded

wounded me deeply on the Inſide of my left Knee 
( I ſhall carry the Mark to my Grave.) I appre- 
hended the Arrow might be poiſoned; and paddling 
out of the Reach of their Darts ( being a calm Day) 
I made a ſhift to ſuck the Wound, and dreſs it as 
well as I could. EEE 

I was at a Loſs what to do, for I durſt not re- 
turn to the ſame Landing-place, but ſtood to the 
North, and was forced to paddle ; for the Wind, 
although very gentle, was againſt me, blowing 
North-Weft. As 1 was looking about for a ſecure 
Landing-place, I ſaw a Sail to the North North- 
Eaſt, which appearing every Minute more viſible, 
I was in ſome Doubt, whether I ſhould wait for 
them or no; but at laſt my Deteſtation of the Ja- 
hoo Race prevailed; and turning my Canoo, | failed 
and paddled together to the South, and got into the 
ſame Creek from whence I ſet out in the Morn- 
ing; chooſing rather to truſt my ſelf among theſe 
Barbarians, than live with European Yahoos. I 
drew up my Canoo as cloſe as | could to the Shore, 
and hid my ſelf behind a Stone by the little Brook, 
which, as I have already ſaid, was excellent Water. 

THe Ship came within half a League of this 
Creek, and ſent out her Long-Boat with Veſlels to 
take in freſh Water (for the Place it ſeems was very 
well known) but J did not obſerve it until the Boat 
was almoſt on Shore; and it was too late to ſeek 
another Hiding-Place. The Seamen at their land- 
ing obſerved my Canoo, and rummaging it all over, 
eaſily conjectured that the Owner could not be 
far off. Four of them well armed ſearched every 
Cranny and Lurking-hole, till at laſt they found me 
flat on my Face behind the Stone. They you 4

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While in Admiration at my ſtrange uncouth Dreſs, 


my Coat made of Skins, my wooden-ſoaled — | 


and my furred Stockings ; from whence, however, 


they concluded I was not a Native of the Place, 


who all go naked. One of the Seamen in Portu- 

ueze bid me riſe, and asked who I was. I un- 
derſtood that Language very well, and getting upon 
my Feet, ſaid, I was a poor Yahoo, baniſhed from 
the Houyhnhums, and deſired they would pleaſe to 
let me depart. They admired to hear me anſwer 
them in their own Tongue, and ſaw by my Com- 
ple&ion I muſt be an European; but were at a Loſs 


to know what I meant by 7ahoos and Houyhnhums, | 


and at the ſame Time fell a laughing at my ſtrange 
Tone in ſpeaking, which foie the Neighing 
of a Horſe. 1 trembled all the while betwixt 
Fear and Hatred; I again deſired Leave to depart, 
and was gently moving to my Canoo ; but they laid 
hold on me, defiring to know what Country I was 
of ? whence I came ? with many other Queſtions, 
I told them, I was born in England, from whence 
I came about five Years ago, and then their Coun- 
try and ours was at Peace. I therefore hoped they 
would not treat me as an Enemy, ſince | meant 
them no Harm, but was a poor Yahoo, ſeeking 
ſome deſolate Place where to paſs the Remainder of 
his unfortunate Life. 


Warren they began to talk, I thoughr I never 
heard or faw any thing ſo unnatural ; for it appeared 
to me as monſtrous as if a Dog or a Cow thould 
ſpeak in England, or a Yahoo in Houyhnhnm-Land, 
'The honeſt Portugueze were equally amazed at my 
ſtrange Dreſs, and the odd Manner of delivering 


my Words, which however they ungeripos very 


well. 
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well. They ſpoke ro me with great Humanity, 


and ſaid they were ſure their Captain would carry 
me gratis to Lisbon, from whence I might return 
to my own Country ; that two of the Seamen 
would go back to the Ship, to inform the Captain, 
of what they had ſeen, and receive his Orders; 
in the mean Time, unlefs I would give my ſolemn 
Oath not to fly, they would ſecure me by Force. 
I thought it beſt to comply with their Propoſal. 
They were very curious to know my Story, but I 
gave them very little Satisfaction; and they all con- 
jectured, that my Misfortunes had impaired my 
Reaſon. In two Hours the Boat, which went 
loaden with Veſſels of Water, returned with the 
Captain's Commands to fetch me on Board, I fell 
on my Knees to preſerve my Liberty; but all was 


in vain, and the Men having tied me with Cords, 


| heaved me into the Boat, from whence I was taken 


into the Ship, and fram thence. into the Captain's 
Cabbin. | 
His Name was Pedro de Mendez; he was a very 
courteous and generous Perſon ; he entreated me 
to give {ome Account of my ſelf, and defired to 
knqw what I would eat or drink; ſaid, I ſhould 
be uſed as well as himſelf, and ſpoke ſo many 


obliging Things, that I wondered to find ſuch Ci- 


vilities from a Taboo. However, I remained ſilent 
and ſullen; I was ready to faint at the very Smell 
of him and his Men. At laſt I defired ſome- 
thing to eat out of my own Canoo; but he or- 
dered me a Chicken and ſome excellent Wine, 


and then directed that I ſhould be put to Bed in 
a very clean Cabbin. I would not undreſs my 
ſelf, but lay on the Bed-cloaths ; and in half an 
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Hour ſtole out, when I thought the Crew was at 
Dinner; and getting to the Side of the Ship, was 
going to leap into the Sea, and ſwim for my Life, 
rather than continue among 7ahoos. But one of 


the Seamen prevented me, and having informed the 


Captain, I was chained to my Cabbin. 

Artes Dinner Don Pedro came to me, and 
deſired to know my Reaſon for ſo deſperate an At- 
' tempt; aſſured me he only meant to do me all the 


Service he was able; and ſpoke ſo very movingly, 


that at laſt I deſcended to treat him like an Animal 


which had ſome little Portion of Reaſon. I gave 


him a very ſhort Relation of my Voyage ; of the 


Conſpiracy againſt me by my own Men; of the 
Country where they ſet me on Shore, and of my 


five Years Refidence there. All which he looked 
upon as if it were a Dream or a Viſion ; whereat I 
took great Offence : For I had quite forgot the Fa- 


culty of Lying, ſo peculiar to Jaboos in all Coun- 


tries where they preſide, and conſequently the 
Diſpofition of ſuſpecting Truth in others of their 
own Species. I asked him, Whether it were the 
Cuſtom of his Country to ſay the Thing that was 
ut 9 I aſſured him I had almoſt forgot what he 
meant by Falſhood ; and if I had lived a thouſand 
Years in Houyhnhamland, I ſhould never have heard 
a Lie from the meaneſt Servant. That I was altoge- 
ther indifferent whether he believed me or no; but 
however, in return for his Favours, I would give 
1o much Allowance to the Corruption of his Na- 


ture, as to anſwer any Objection he would pleaſe 


to make ; and he might eafily diſcover the Truth. 


THz Captain, a wiſe Man, after many Endea- 


vours to catch me tripping in ſome Part of my 
| Story, 
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Story, at laſt began to have a better Opinion of my 
Veracity. But he added, that fince I profeſſed fo 


inviolable an Attachment to Truth, I muſt give 


him my Word of Honour to bear him Company in 
this Voyage without attempting any thing againſt 


my Life; or elſe he would continue me a Priſoner 
till we arrived at Lisbon. I gave him the Promiſe 
he required; but at the ſame time proteſted that I 
would ſuffer the greateſt Hardſhips rather than re- 
turn to live among 7ahoos. 


_ Our Voyage paſſed without any conſiderable : 
Accident. In Gratitude to the Captain I ſometimes 


{ate with him at his earneſt Requeſt, and ſtrove to 
conceal my Antipathy againſt human Kind, al- 
though it often broke out ; which he ſuffered to 


paſs without Obſervation. Bur the greateſt Part of 
the Day, I confined myſelf to my Cabbin, to avoid 


{ſeeing any of the Crew. The Captain had often 
Intreated. me to ſtrip myſelf of my ſavage Dreſs, 


and offered to lend me the beſt Suit of Cloaths he 
had. This I would not be prevailed on to accept, 


abhorring to cover myſelf with any thing that had 


been on the Back of a 7ahoo. I only defired he 


would lend me two clean Shirts, which having been 
waſhed ſince he wore them, I believed would not 


ſo much defile me, Theſe I Changed every ſecond 


Day, and waſhed them myſelf. 
Wx arrived at Lisbon, Nov. 5, 1715. At our 


landing, the Captain forced me to cover myſelf with 


his Cloak, to prevent the Rabble from croudin 
about me. I was conveyed to his own Houle ; and 
at my earneſt Requeſt, he led me up to the high- 
eſt Room backwards. I conjured him to conceal 
from all Perſons what I had told him of the Howy- 
| : hnhums ; 
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bubums; becauſe the leaſt Hint of ſuch a Storr 


would not only draw Numbers of People to ſee me, 
but probably put me in Danger of being impriſoned, 
or burnt by the Inquiſition. The Captain per- 
ſuaded me to accept a Suit of Cloaths newly made; 
but I would not ſuffer the Taylor to take my Mea- 
ſure; however, Don Pedro being almoſt of my 
Size, they fitted me well enough. He accoutred 
me with other Neceſlaries all new, which I aired 
for Twenty-four Hours before I would uſe them. 

Tux Captain had no Wife, nor above three 
Servants, none of which were ſuffered to attend at 
Meals; and his whole Deportment was ſo obliging, 
added to very good human Underftanding, = 

really began to tolerate his Company. He gained 
ſo far upon me, that I ventured to look out of the 
back Window. By Degrees I was brought into 
another Room, from whence I peeped into the 
Street, but drew my Head back in a Fright. In a 


Weeks Time he ſeduced me down to the Door. 


I found my Terror gradually leſſened, but my Ha- 
tred and Contempt ſeemed to increaſe. I was at 
laſt bold enough to walk the Street in his Compa- 
ny, but kept my Noſe well ſtopped with Rue, or 
ſometimes with Tobacco. 

Ix ten Days, Don Pedro, to whom I had given 
ſome Account of my domeſtick Affairs, put it upon 
me as a Point of Honour and Conſcience, that I 
ought to return to my native Country, and live at 
home with my Wife and Children. He told me, 
there was an Eng/ifþ Ship in the Port juſt ready ta 
ſail, and he would furniſh me with all things ne- 
ceſſary. It would be tedious to repeat his Argu- 
ments, and my Contradictions. He ſaid, it was al- 

1 DN together 
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together impoſſible to find ſuch a ſolitary Iſland as 1 
had defired to live in; but I might command in 
my own Houſe, and paſs my time in a Manner as 
recluſe as I pleaſed. | 

I comPLIED at laſt, finding I could not do bet- 
ter. I left Lisbon the 24th Day of November, in 
an Eng liſp Merchant-man, but who was the Maſter 
I never inquired. Don Pedro accompanied me to 
the Ship, and lent me Twenty Pounds. He took 
kind Leave of me, and embraced me at parting ; 
which I bore as well as I could. During this laſt 
Voyage I had no Commerce with the Maſter, or 
any of his Men; but pretending I was fick kept 
cloſe in my Cabbin. On the Fifth of December, 
1715, we caſt Anchor in the Dowzs about Nine 
in the Morning, and at 'Three in the Afternoon I 
got ſafe to my Houſe at Redrif. 

Mr Wife and Family received me with great 
a 'Y Surprize and Joy, becauſe they concluded me cet- 
Ii tcainly dead; but muſt freely confeſs, the Sight of 
them filled me only with Hatred, Diſguſt and Con- 
tempt; and the more, by refle&ing on the near 
Alliance I had to them. For, although ſince my 
unfortunate Exile from the Houyhnbum Country, I 
had compelled myſelf to tolerate the Sight of Ta- 
3 Hoes, and to converſe with Don Pedro de Mendes; 
yet my Memory and Imaginations were perpetually 
filled with the Virtues and Ideas of thoſe exalted 
Houybubums. And when I began to confider, that 
by copulating with one of the Tahoo- Species. I had 
become a Parent of more; it ſtruck me with the 
utmoſt Shame, Confuſion and Horror. 
I As ſoon as I entered the Houſe, my Wife took 
I we in her Arms, and kiſſed me; at which, having 
not 
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not been uſed to the Touch of that odious Animal 


for ſo many Years, I fell in a Swoon for almoſt an 


Year I could not endure my Wife or Children in 
my Preſence, the very Smell of them was intolera- 
ble ; much leſs could I ſuffer them to eat in the 
ſame Room. 'To this Hour they dare not preſume 
to touch my Bread, or drink out of the ſame Cup; 
neither was [I ever able to let one of them take me 
by the Hand. The firſt Money I laid out was to 
buy two young Stone-Horſes, which I keep in a 
good Stable, and next to them the Groom is my 

reateſt Favourite; for I feel my Spirits revived by 


the Smell he contracts in the Stable. My Horſes 


underſtand me tolerably well; J converſe with 
them at leaſt four Hours every Day. They are 
Strangers to Bridle or Saddle; they live in great 
Amity with me, and Friendſhip to each other.

I couLD heartily wiſh a Law were enacted, that 
every Traveller, before he were permitted to publiſh 
his Voyages, ſhould be obliged to make Oath be- 
fore the Lord High Chancellor, that all he intended 


to print was abſolutely true to the beſt of his Know- 


ledge; for then the World would no longer be 
deceived as it uſually is, while ſome Writers, to 


make their Works pals the better upon the Pub- 


lick, impoſe the groſſeſt Falſities on the unwary 
Reader.

I know like- 
wiſe, that Writers of Travels, like Dictionary- 
Miko, are ſunk into Oblivion by the Weight and 
Bulk of thoſe who come laſt, and therefore lie up- 
permoſt. And it is highly. probable, that ſuch 
Travellers who ſhall hereafter viſit the Countries 
_ deſcribed in this Work of mine, may by detecting 
my Errors, (if there be any) and adding many new 
Diſcoveries of their own, joſtle me out of Vogue, 
and ſtand in my Place; making the World forget 
that ever I was an Author. This indeed would 
be too great a Mortification if I wrote for Fame: 
But, as my ſole Intention was the PusLicx Goon; 
J cannot be altogether diſappointed. For, who 
can read the Virtues I have mentioned in the

IAM not a little pleaſed that this Work of mine 
Tan poſſibly meet with no Cenſurers : For what 
Obje&ions can be made againſt a Writer who re- 
lates only plain Facts that happened in ſuch diſtant 
Countries, where we have not the leaſt Intereſt 
With reſpect either to Trade or Negotiations? I 
have carefully avoided every Fault with which 
common Writers of Travels are often too juſtly 
charged. Befides, I meddle not the leaſt with any 
Party, but write without Paſſion, Prejudice, or Ill- 
will againſt any Man or Number of Men whatſo- 
ever. I write for the nobleſt End, to inform and 
inſtruct Mankind, over whom I may, without 
Breach of Modeſtv,- pretend to ſome Superiority, 
from the Advantages I received by converſing ſo 


long among the moſt accompliſhed Houyhnhnms. 


I write without any View towards Profit or Praiſe. 


I never ſuffer a Word to paſs that may look like 


Reflection, or poſſibly give the leaſt Offence even 
to thoſe who are moſt ready to take it. So that, I 
hope, I may with Juſtice pronounce myſelf an Au- 
thor perfectly blamleeſs ; againſt whom the Tribes 
of Anſwerers, e, Obſervers, Refle&ers, 
Detecters, Remarkers, will never be able to find 
Matter for exerciſing their Talents. 


I CONFESS, It Was whiſpered to me, that I was 


bound in Duty as a Subje& of England, to have 
given in a Memorial to a Secretary of State, at my 


firſt coming over; becauſe, whatever Lands are 


diſcovered by a Subject, belong to the Crown. 
But I doubt, whether our Conqueſts in the Countries 
I treat of, would be as eaſy as thoſe of Ferdinando 
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Cortex over the naked Americans. The Lillipd- 


tians I think, are hardly worth the Charge of 4 
Fleet and Army to reduce them; and I queſtion 
whether it might be prudent or ſafe to attempt the 
Brobdingnagians: Or, whether an Engliſh Army 


would be much at their Eaſe with the Flying 


Inland over their Heads. The Houybnhnms, in- 
deed, appear not to be ſo well prepared for War, 4 


Science to which they are perfe& Strangers; and 


eſpecially againſt miſſive Weapons. However, 
ſuppoſing myſelf to be a Miniſter of State; I could 
never give my Advice for invading them. Their 
Prudence, Unanimity, Unacquaintedneſs with Fear, 


and their Love of their Country would amply ſup- 
ply all Defe&s in the military Art: Imagine twen- 


ty Thouſand of them breaking into the Midſt of 
an European Army, confounding the Ranks, over- 
turning the Carriages, battering the Warriors Faces 
into Mummy, by terrible Yerks from their hinder 
Hoofs : For they would well deſerve the Charac- 
ter given to Auguſtus; Recalcitrat undique tutus. 


Bur inſtead of Propoſals for conquering that magna- 
nimous Nation, I rather wiſh they were in a Ca- 
pacity or Diſpoſition to ſend a ſufficient Number of 
their Inhabitants for civilizing Europe; by teaching 


us the firſt Principles of Honour, Juſtice; Truth 


Temperance, publick Spirit, Fortitude, Chaſtity, 
Friendſhip, Benevolence, and Fidelity, The Names 


of all which Virtues are ſtill retained among us in 


moſt Languages, and are to be met with in modern 


as well as ancient Authors; which I am able to aſ- 
ſert from my own ſmall Reading. | 


Bur, I had another Reaſon which made ine leſi 
fotwaid to enlarge his Majeſty's Dominions by my 
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Diſcoveries: To ſay the Truth, I had conceived a

For Inſtance, 
A Crew of Pyrates are driven by a Storm they
